My Lord, 

THE Se^xif Moravians having, been, 
for fome Years paft, the Topic 
of common CJonverfktion in divers 
Parts of Europe, and particularly in thefe 
Kingdoms, iince the Time of their obtain- 
ing a Parliamentary Settlement; it will not, 
I prefume, be thought imfeafbnable at this 
Junfture to offer to the Public a candid 
and impartial Account of the Dodrines that 
are pecuHar to them. 

There are certain NoticMis in Religloa 
as well as PoHtics, that deferve the moft 
ferious Attention^ and ought to be ftridily 
fcrutinized into, pn. account of the Influ- 
ence they may have oii the Well-being of 
Society. Thofe of the Moravians, after :i 
careful Perufal of their favoxirite Authors, 
' • ' A 2 havc' 
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have appeared, to me fo fingular, that I 
could not but think it my Duty to lay them 
open to public Vie^v, that Your Grace, 
aad the whole World, ra^ght i)e thonoughly 
ajcquaihted with a Body of Nfen, who" have 
appeared hidierto (o myfterious, both in 
their Tenets and Condud. 

Such is the Drift and Defign of the fc^- 
lowing Trad:, which as it has been drawn 
up from no other Motive thaa a ftjid Re- 
gard to Truths Jufticey and tht Public Goody 
will, I hope, on that Account, be intitled 
to Your G r a c p's Cknmtenance and Ap- 
probation.

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PREFACE. 

SgRg>|telll fForfiy Friend of mine^ fame Tears ago^ 
^^r0^li|^. tomrmmcatei to me a T!reatife^ pibltfied 
S^y^^rB ^ Germany j againft the Herrnhutcrs, 
SJL^*j«wS or Moravians, tntitled^ ai far as I re'- 
^^^^^Jtinefnhery the Wickedncfs of the Herrtir' 
buters dcteded, ^c, I found the Society 
charged there with DoSrines and Immoralities of fa 
grofs a Nature^ that the. ver^ Enormity of them pre*- 
vented my giving Credit to fhe Charge, chiefly as the 
jiuthor had not fufficiently evidenced his Allegations^ 
and^ heftdes^ fhewed a Bittemefs in his Expreffionsy that 
could give Rjooin for fufpeSing him of Calumny. 

I had fometime after, an Opportunity of difcovering 
the Place, where /;&^ Moravians held their public Wor^ 
Jhip, and hearing great Encomiums beftowed on OnM 
Zinztndorf by Jome that had connexion with the Society^ 
I refolved to affijl at his Sermons, or Difcourfes, as well 
as tbofe^of the other Moravian Teachers. At that 
Time I had not as yet read any of their JFritingSj and 
^as I knew not, that, be/ides thefe public Meetings^ they 
held private ones, to which only approved Members 
^ere admitted, and that their Teachers took Care pub^ 
lichf to profefs only fntb Things, as every Bi^ might 
hear, whether Moravians or not: I began to be con- 
firmed in my Bifbelief of the Allegations ptention^d in 
that Treatife, as thofe Matters, which I, atfirfi, beard 
in their public Sermons, appeared to have m Analogy 
tbereuntoi 

But^ how unprejudiced foever., I continued, fer a cor^ , 
fiderable Time^ to mi^^ with the Audimce, I could iM 
help at Length furmfis^, that, at leafi, fome Part df 
r the Charge brought againfl them, was not without 
Foundation.. Strange DoSrines now and iben ef coped 
their Teachers, one of whom went fo far astoprjofefs in 
fxplicit Terms^ that Tr^nfgreffion and Sin were no 

more J 
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more ; and though this might perhaps proceed frofn his 
being a young unexperienced Man^ who bad forgot^ that 
all his Hearers were not profefled Members, yet tbefe 
unguarded Exprefftons made me fufpeSlj' that there muft 
be among them Doctrines of a dangerous Tendency'^ and 
this I Jhould baive had full Conviction cf^ had I been 
acquainted with the following remarkable FaSt^ related 
to me fome Time after ^ viz^ that Count Zinzendorf, in 
a Sermon preacFd by him in London on the nth Sun- 
day after Trinity 1 746, publicly had fet forth: that the 
feventh Commandment could oblige us no more in 
the New Teftament, becaufe it was at a Time, 
when one man had five 6r fix wives. This can be 
proved by the Depojition of a Reverend Clergyman^ who 
was prefent at that Sermon. 

Whilji I frequented the Moravian Meetings^ I got 
Sight of a Book^ puhlifhed at Francfort and Leipzig, 
in 1 75 1, which gives an Account of the Behaviour of 
that Society in the County <?^Budingen, chiefly relating 
to political Matters^ but where the Reader has likewife 
an Opportunity of learning from their TranfaSlions^ that 
their Tenets are likely to be very pernicious to Church 
and State.: As a great Number of Letiers^ wrote by 
Count Zinzendorf himfelf to the Regency of that 
County^ are to be met with in this Piece j and as they 
are fo many authentic Vouchers for the Truth of the 
Falls there infertedy I yielded to the Solicitations of an 
Acquaintance^ who had defired me to give the Public a 
Tranftdtion^ or Abridgment of this Account^ which is. 
known to have been printed by Authority^ in Order that 
every unprejudiced P erf on might be enabled byihefe Do^ 
cuments to form a Judgment of this new Sell: But tins 
Defign hf^ening afterwards to be dropt^ I thought it 
^ewdd AHfw&t the fame Purpofe^ fhould I confult the 
Writings of the Moravian Leaders^ and by coinparing 
them with; what was alledged againji the Society^ ac- 
quire a thorough Knowledge of their Da^ines and 
Tenets, and that with a View of doing them in^artial 
Juftice. 

This 
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72vi nvas the Scheme I went upon, and was r/fohed 
iQ carry it into Execution^ when a Reverend Divine of 
the Church of England, who is allowed. by all that 
know him^ to be an Honour to his Profeffion^ acquainted 
fney that a Paftoral Letter againft Fanaticifm, publijhed 
in Holland by Mr. Stinftra, Mnijier of the Mennor 
vnifts at Harlingen, had been tranjlated into French 
by an anonymous Author^ who had thereto prefixed a 
Preface^ in which fome Account was given of the 
Herrnhuters or Moravians, and of the IFritings of 
Jheir Leaders^ and that- it would be doing a Service to 
the Public J Jhould I publifl? a Tranfiation of both Pre- 
face and Letter I after having previoujly cmpared thoft 
Matters alleged againfi /i&^ Hernihuters with tbo 
Original German Writings of their Teachers. As by 
this Time I had difcov^d the proper Sources from 
whence I was to furnijb my f elf with the DoSrines of 
the Society^ and as feveral of m^ Friends were willing 
to affifk me with the Writings quoted in the faid Preface^ 
'4tndjikewife with others wrote for and againft the 
Herrnhuters, / was inclined to undertake the Tafk. 
But after further Conftderation^ per caving that the 
Paftoral Letter^ tho^ wrote with great Judgment^ (i) 
was no more than a Treatife againft Fanaticifin in 
general J and that the Account of the Herrnhuters pre^ 
fixed thereto i was imperfeSlj and in fome Places incon^ 
]0ent with the Meaning of the Writers (7/Herrnhutifm, 
/ changed nr^ Purpofe of barely tranftating this Worky 
. and after- hiving carefully perufed the Writings of the 
iMoravian Teachers^ preferved thofe Articles of Accu-^ 
fation that bad been properly ft ated in the above Preface^ 
and colleEled further v:hat appeared to me worthy of 
Notice: I thence compofed this Narrative of the Rife 
and Progrefs of Herrnhutifin and its DoSrines\ to 
which I have added Obfervations on the Politics of that- 
Society y fhewing the Danger that may arife to "a State 
from its favourite Tenets^ and exemplifying the fame in .

/ am fet^e^ I have undertaken a Bufinefs. diff leafing 
hi itfeifj and which will doubtlefsj be difiiked ky Count 
Zinzendorf, who^ as he has charged thpfe Divines in 
Germany that have wrote agdit^ him, with a v6kif. 
m^yf*^^99 will be much more liberal in beft owing this 
Cenfure on a Layman. But^ as I take it to be the in- 
diJpenfibJe Duty of a Chriftian^ to undeceive the World 
tvbenever it lies in his Power ^ this Confideration alone 
will fujkiently apologize for the Liberty I have (aken % 
emdj befides^ tflmiflake not^ the Performance itfelf willy 
M this Account y meet with a favourable Reception from 
the Public. Had a Clergyman undertaken the Mf agree* 
able 7afk I hope now in Handy fome Perfons mighty 
perhaps, be inclined to place his Zeal on the Score of 
Inter efi or Party\ my being a Layman fcreens me even 
from the Sufpicion of any Motive of this Kind. 

Upon the -whole, 'tis not I that charge the Society 
with the grofs Errors and PraSiices mentioned in the 
following Treatife\ the H^ritings and Conduit -of the 
Count himfelf and thofe of the other Teachers ^Herrn- 
hutifm, are their fole Accufers. I have barefy reported 
what has been publift>ed by them, without magnifying or, 
iejfening ObJeSs. As for the Obfervatitms made by me 
m their Politics and fecret Conftitution, they are fa ob^ 
vious and derivi fo naturally from their DoSrines and 
Difcipline, that whoever is acquainted with thefn, muft 
fide with me in the following Opinion, viz. That no 
Government that harbours them, can be fecure whilfk 
their Leaders go on at the Rate they have done hitherto ; 
efpecially when it is confidered, that their Conduit abroad 
plainly proves^ they make no Scruple, under the Cloke (f 
Religion and Labertyof^Confcience, to attempt any Thing 
that fuits their Defigns. Ipurpofefy mention the Leaders 
of Herrnhutifm, as I wMdd not be underftood to, have 
fo indifferent an Opinion of the private Members of that 
Body. This would be a rafh, an unw}sirr ant able Judg- 
ment \ 
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ment ; / rcaUy Mi^fi tk^ Utter to ^, for the mft Party 
hmeft and und(Jigning^ The Governments that granted 
ihm Preteffion akroad^ never oi^effed agahi0 tbefe\ 
ibey were pnlyf^ removing the Leader s^ who appeared 
too bufy in tampering with their Credulity. I am per- 
fmalty acquainted with fome of the Herrnhutcrs, or 
Morayiaiis, and take them to bejiifi apd upright in their 
dealings-, but then^ they are wholly ignorapt of the Ar- 
cana or feeretCounfelspf their Leaders^ and only give the 
J^ame Jfthe Society tp the Undertakings of the former. . 
As I have quofid fome of the Hymns of the Hcrrn- 
hutcrs, *tisfity I Jhould mention^ that Count ^inzen-r 
dorf, or tbofe tjnit apologi:^e for hifn, endeavour to 
evade 4he Charge of S^ca^dal krpught againfi him on the 
Score (^ thefe Hymns \ partly by offer tipg^ that they are 
compofed in a German Idiom peculiar to the Bohe* 
mians, and that it is this PecuHarity^ that renders fome 
Paffages in them fibnoxims to the Cepfure of thofe that 
are umcquainted with the f aid Idioms partly by defying 
point '-blanky that fueh of their fcanJalpus Hymns as wtU 
not admit of a tolerabk Defence^ and are contained in 
their XH/i^ Appendix^ did ever exifi^ or were ufed by^ 
the Society. In anfwer to the firji Part of their Pka^ 
I may with the greatefi ^ruth o^ertj that nothing can 
be more pitiful than this Evajionj lu^cb fo frequently 
occurs in the Writ^ers of that Party. / am not a 
Stranger to Bbhemia, bcvuing crofs\dthe whole Country^ 
find been converfarft with many of the Inhabitants-^ but 
could never find oi^ Difference between their Germaa 
and that fpoke elfewkere^ excepting that of their Pror 
nunciation or Accent ^ which y I own^ doth not come up 
to that of Ssixony. However^ Jhould my Evidence be 
deemed partial in this Pointy I muft beg leave to appeal 
to any German here^ that is not an }^crvx{h\kttr\ whe- 
ther or no the JVords I have quoted from their Hymns 
are not the very fame German he has heard (it tbfi 
Place of his Nativity \ barring one fiHgle Word^ men- 
tionedinthe* xjth Lint of the /^6th Page ^ viz: Brifchel, 

•B whichy 

♦ See tie Firft Edition tfthis Narrative. 
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which J if Imiftake not^ the Herrnhuters thmfehes do 
not underftand^ and has only been made ufe of to rhime 
with Tifchel, by a Licence that doth not much redound 
to the Honour of their Poetry ; not to mention^ that tbefe 
Hymns were made in Germany. As to thefecond Part 
of their Defence^ viz. aflat Denial^ that thofe of their 
fcandalous Hymns ^ which are to be met with in their 
XII/i& Appendix^ ever exijied or were ufed by the Society^ 
it requires no other Confutation^ than that of one of their 
own Jpologiftsy who calls himfelf Albinus Sincerus, 
and whofe Teftimony they will, doubt lefs, Jiand by -, after 
which the Reader may judge for himfelf what Strefs can 
ie laid on fuch kind of Reformers, as make no Scruple 
to deny to-n^orrow what they have afferted to-day. 
Thefe are his Words, page 121 : ' *Tis not true, what 

* Dr. Baumgarten (a Divine againft whom Albinus 

* Sincenrs wrote his Treatife) affirms, viz. that the 
, • XII/i& Appendix of the Hymns of the Society is kept 

* fecret. It was printed above a Tear and an half 

* ago (he wrote in 1747^ and hasjince that Time been 

* publicly fold by the Brethren Korte at Altona. But 

* as thefirft Edition confifted only of five Thoufand Co- 
^ pies, it was immediately difpofed of, fo that afterwards 

* fix Thoufand more were printed, which now are fent 

* away to be vended where they ought-, for, I cannot 

* deny, that we do not choofe to have our Society* s 
'* Books treated as other Books that are put up for Sale.^ 

The Apologifls of the Herrnhuters or Moravians, 
have two indeterminate fVays of anfwering what is 
objected againft them, and thefe are, their moft common 
'Methods of Defence. They pretend, either that they are 
purpofely calumniated, or not Underftood by their Adver- 
faries. As for thefirft, they cannot, with any Appear- 
ance of Truth, make ufe of it againft me, as I have ad- 
vanced nothing but what I found in their Books, or was 
well attefted', and I imagine myfelf to be beyond the 
Reach of thefecond, as I have joined all along the * Ori- 
ginal German Text to the Tranjlation of thofe Pajfages 
J have quoted from their Authors, in order to do im- 
* Fide i& Edition. ^ partial 
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partial Juftice both to them and nr^felfy though I mujl. 
acknowledge at the fame Jime^ that /^^ inimitable Stile. 
of Count Zinzendorf, has fometimes given me no fmall 
Pains to make him intelligible in Englifh, without 
Jiverving from his Meaning. 

, Let me add^ that it is not unufual for the Apologifls 
I am fpeaking of^to treat their Adyerfaries unhand- 
fomly, tJ>ey frequently mention with the utmoji Con- 
tempt the Writings that appear againji them^ adding^ 
that they deferve to be burnt by the Hands of the Com- 
mon Hangman^ though penned with never fo much Mo- 
deration, ^hisfhews what Spirit they are of and that 
were their Power equal to their Inclination^ a Spanilh 
•Inquifition would probably be the Confequence, They 
are pleafed fometimes to intrench themfelves behind a 
WaU of Paper \ Charters^ Grants^ Tefiimonials^ Synodal 
. ASis^are a Kind of Barrier they oppofe to their Adver- 
faries with no fmall Ofientatiortj pretending them to be 
fufficient Proofs of the Soundnefs of their DoSlrines-^ and 
whenever they make a Shew of defending them^ they 
commonly deviate from the Matter propofed\ they multi- 
ply Words about Things no body denies ^ or elfe anfwer 
infuch a Manner^ as to faye fome Hole to creep out at\ 
denying what they owned before^ and what is in explicit 
'Terms fet forth in' their Writings. They are likewife 
expert at concealing their Names ^ that fuch as call them 
to an Account 'i may not know whom they hdve to deal 
withy and whether their Apologies are to be afcribed to 
fome particular Member of the Body^ or to Count Zin- 
zendorf i&/>»/f^, and thus to the whole Society, which 
we may fuppofe to be virtually comprifed in him ; nay^ 
fome pretend not to be Members of the Herrnhuters, 
that their Apologies may bear a greater Appearance of 
Impartiality. Such Shifts and Contrivances^ whatever 
they may think of them^ fhew that they have not the 
Truth in View^ but the Execution of a favourite Plan. 
^Tis to be hoped notwithftanding^ fhould they think pro- 
per to anfwer this Treatife^ that they will confider^ they 
are among a Nation too clear -fight ed to fuffer themfelves 
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to he tinpvfed Upon after this Rdte^ nndfbat ibty wiS it 
prevailed i^on "dt iaft^ to gi*ve 1^ th'e Inftncerittes, they 
have been converfknt infbrfo long a Time. 

I can fear ce expeSl fo much Ca^nd&ut of the Moraviah 
Leaders^ as, to fuffer their Flock to read ivbdt has been 
fet forth here^ Jince their Apologtfis are ufed to hoafty 
that fto Meniber of their Society feads whttt has been 
ivroie againft their Doctrines. If the FaH be truey 'tis 
Aot t^ be wandrfd at^ that they can keep their Peopkin 
fervite hependance^ who^ as it has been obferved by. 
others y are fo ignorant ^ that ihey look upon what is al- 
• ledged againft the Writings of their Chiefs ^ as downright 
Calumny y f^ing-^ that as 'they- live among them^ were 
the Allegations true^ they needs muft he thefirft to knoib 
them to befo. 

I have but one "Thing more to animadvert upon^ 
'which is J that the Leaders of Herrnhutifm, being fen- 
fible that their DoSlrine and Conftitution cannot pojfibfy 
bear a Scrutiny ^ bavCy among Jundry other Artifices 
made ufe of to prevent it^ endeavoured to furprife the 
Unwary y by telling them^ that Jhould their Tenets be 
handled promifiumffy in public Writings^ Chriftianity 
\vould run the Rifk of being ridieukd by Unbelievers^ as 
it had been formerly by Lucian. This I take to be a 
kind of Acknowledgment that they hold DoSrines^ either 
ridiculous in themfelvesy or at leaft that afford a Handle 
for Ridicule. True Chriftianity has none of this Na- 
ture. It would be fomethif^ quite new and uncommon 
indeed J fhould a Criminal pretend to avoid being tried 
and condemned^ by pleadings that the Government would 
thereby make known to the Worlds that it had harboured 
"a bad Subject in its B^w.— -Piget me plura proferre,,

ft. feLI G I O N is khown to be a tnielntroduc- 
en^, if its Articles of Fai«h are founded ^^**- 
upon the Audiority of Di^nis Revdar 
l:idn. This "is allowed by all that ac- 
iBiowledge tiie Scriptures to be th« 
Word of God. Hence it might feem an feafy Mat*- 
ter, to difcover whedier die Do6bines of a Religion 
are found or not, by oftly trying them by this moft 
facred Standard. But fo it happens^ that, whilft 
amongft Men, of different Perfuafions in Matters of 
Religion, fome agree to Dodrines which others 
diflent from-, Ihe only QueftiOn is, Whether they 
can be proved by Scifipture, or ai^ contradiftory to 
it. One Party pretends to ftiew, that their Doftrincs 
are corifonant to Holy Writ, and the cither again 
endeavours to prove the contrary. This has hap- 
pened in^c Cburle of toany Centuries, and is cei<- 
.tainly, among others, dne Reafon why too many' 
Ihcw fo much Indifferencfe towards Religion in ge- 
neral, by looking upon its Doftrines at leaft as un- 
certain, fince they perceive Aat Perfotts of different 
Dcnominatibris in Religion, pretend, each in thch: 
Turn, to maintain their Principles by diredt Proofs 
or Confequences, deduced frotn tte fame divine 
Authorities. 

In order to removie this Inconveniericte, and, it 
'the fame Time, to take off all Pretenc^ss for Irre- 

ligion,

ligloh,. fame have thought, that the Dccifioil in 
Matters of keligion ought not folely to be left to 
whatever any might alledge on that Account from 
the Scripture, but to the Determination of the 
Church, that is to fey, to the Decifion of the prin- 
cipal Members of thejClergy._ But after all, let 
Mens Sentiments about this Matter be what they 
will, there remains but. one Way to try a Religion 
by, and that is, to exaniine whether its Do6trines 
give us fuch an Idea of the Supreme Being, and lead 
us to fuch ^.Worlhip of him, as 4s confiftent with the 
Reverence we owe him, and the Pradtice of them 
are conducive to the Intereft of civil Life. For it 
will always remain an inconteftible Truth, that the 
;Tree is to be known by the Fruit it bears. . . 

When thicrefore Men broach any Dodrines con- 
cerning the. Deity,; that ^muft be Ihpcking to the 
Ears of all true Chriftians, and rather difgirace than 
honour it ; when its Teachers avowedly hold. That 
Reafon mult entirely be given up ; when they ufurp 
an arbitrary Power, pretending to immediate Or- 
ders from Chrift, and, und^ that Colour, impofe 
upon their deluded Followers whatever theypleafe; 
when they teach, that Chrift can make the moft 
villainous . Aft to be Virtue, and the moft exalted 
moral Virtue to be Vice ; when they hold it lawful 
:to break the Tye between Parents and Children ^ 
when none of thpir Brethren ;and Sifters, as they call 
them, have Liberty to marry according to Inclina- 
tion, but as their Chiefs dire<5l ; when they^delpife, 
the eftablifli'd Church, by openly profefling, that 
the Divines, without the Pale of their Se6t, :have to 
this Time dec^iv'd the W6rld; when thofe Things 
which Decency forbids to mention, are lafcivioufly 
commemorated in their Hymns, and muft of courfe 
'^prove Incentives to a^fgandaloys Life j when Mat- 
ters concerning the interior State of 'their Affairs 
^are'fo contrived, as evidently ihew, their. Leaders 
•^are gradually fapping the Foundation of the tivjl 

Govern- 
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Government of any Country they fettle in,' and 
eftablifhing an Empire within an Em^re ; I fay, when 
thefe Things can be made appear, will any body be- 
lieve, that the Religion of fuch a Society is aitruc 
one ? and will not every one be of Opinio?!, that it 
deferves no Countenance, let its Chiefs difgiiife 
tbeniifelves as much as they pleafe under the Name 
of Proteftants ? 

I am forry to fay, that this is the Cafe of the 
Herjrnbutersy who vainly take upon themfelves the! 
Name of Moravians^ or Moravian Brethren^ or other- 
wife ftile themfelves Unitas Fratrum. I am fenfiblc 
it will appear Arrange, nay perhaps incredible to 
many,. that this Society fliould defefve fuch a Cen- 
fure. For 'tis known, that a refpeftable Body of 
learned Divines, viz. the Theological Faculty at 
the Univerfity of TUbingeUy has given them Tefti- 
monials of Orthodoxy. > We alfo know, that the 
Leaders of this Brotherhood made the Legiflative 
Power of this Kingdom believe, that their Tenets 
do in no refpeft differ from thofe of other Pro- 
teftants, and that upon this, an A6t has palled in 
their Favour, which grants them Leave to fettle in 
the Britijh Dominions. But thefe Objeftions, how 
fpecious foever they are, will immediately vanifh, if 
the Reader will give himfelf the Trouble to infpeft, 
at the End of tkis Treatife, Teftimonials of a lattr 
Date, given by the fame Univerfity, which, I fup- 
pofe, Count Zinzendorfy the Head of the Herrn- 
kutersy or Moravians ^ has not thought proper to 
produce; in which thofe Divines, that granted 
the forjner in favour of this Seft, give a lively 
Pidture of their grofs Errors,, and the dangerous 
Tendency of the Authority, of its Leaders ; and 
publickly avow, that they were impofed upon at the 
granting- of the firft Teftimonials. As feveral 
Princes of the Empire were deceived in the like

Time known, to make no Corifcience of averring 
any thuig, provided good fnay arife therefrom to 
dieir Society. Count Zin^sendcrfy in order to induce 
the World to believe that his Do&rine was found, 
had the Confidence, in a Book wrote by him, in^. 
tided Natural Refiexions^ &fr. to afl^t, that be had 
fubmitted to be examined by the Theological Fa« 
culty at Qfpenbag/en^ and yet the whole AiTertion, 
^ upon Enquiry, was found to be an open Untrudi, 
«rfiich induced "that Body to teftify the faane, by a 
public Aft under their Seal ; a Copy whereof, N? 2, 
is annexed to this Treatife. 

I could produce many more Proofs rf the like 
H Infincerities; but as my Intent at prefent is to give 
the Reader an Idea of this Seft in general, I fliall 
not dwell any longer upon thefe Particulars ; and 
begin with the Origin and Progrefs of Herrnhutifm 5 
after which I fhall treat of its Dodrines, and in the 
laft Place, fhew what Danger njay accrue to a State 
from it. 
The Origin Nicbolos Lewts Count of Xinzendoffy is the Au* 
tfthiiSea.ihor of Htrrnhuiifm^ as has been already faid, and 
'tis to him that the Progrefs this Se6t has hitherto 
made, is to be afcribed. According to the Account 
he gives of himfelf, he formed fr<Mn the tenth Year 
of his Age a Defign to gather together a little So- 
ciety of Believers^ amongft whom he might live, 
and who Should entirely employ themfelves in Ex- , 
ercifes of Devotion, under' his Direftioh (i). When 
lie became of Age, which was in the Year 1721, 
his Thoughts were wholly bent on exequting his 
'Projeft; and being join*d by fome Perfpns, that 
were of his Way of Thinking, he fettled at Bertbolf-

him, giving the Curacy of that Village, then va- 
cant, to a Student, in whom he hid perceived Sen-^ 
timents analogous to his own. !^ 

Bertholfdcrf ioon came to be known for this Sort 
of Piety. News thereof was brought to Moravia 
by a Carpenter, named Chrifiian David^ who, ac- 
cording to Le Long (2), had been before in that 
Country, and there inftilled into thfe Minds of fevc- 
,ral People a Diftafte to the Siiperftitions of tiitRor 
mijh Church, and an Inclination to the Proteftant 
^Religion. Having engaged two or; three of thefe 
Profelytes to leave that Country with their Families, 
Count Zinzendorf received them with Gladnefs at . 
Bertbolfdorf. They were direfted to build an Hbufe 
in a Wood, about half a League from that Village, 
which foon was finiftied, fo that on St. M^rZ/Vs- 
day, 1722, thefe People held their firft Meeting 
there. -Tis faid, that they forefaw that God would 
kindle a Light in this Place that Ihould enlighten 
all the Country. Chriftian David was fo fure of the 
future Growth of this Settlement, that he already, 
divided the Spot of Ground round it into Quarters, 
and marked out in what Direftions the Streets were 
to run. The Event has not contradifted this Prog- 
noftication. A good many People from Moravia 
and elfewhere, to fhelter themfelves under the Pro^ 
tedion of Count Zinzendorf^ flock'd to this new Set- 
tlement and built Houfes 5 and the Count himfelf 
fixed his Refidence there. In a few Years it became 
a confiderable Village, having an Orphan-houfe 
and other public Buildings. Thirty-four Houfes 
were already built there in 1728s and in 1732 the

Ciafles, puts them under an entire Dependance of 
their Superiors, and confines them to certain Excr- 
cifes of Devotion, and to the obferving of different 
little Rules. One may call it a monafiic Inftitution. 
The difference of Age, Sex, and the Situation 
tiieir Members. are in with Refpeft to Matrimonyi^ 
conftitute thefe different Claflcs (g). There arc 
Claffes of married Men, married Women, Widow- 
ers, Widows, Maids, Bachelors, Children. Each 
has its Direftor, chofen by its Members. The fame 
Employments the ^en have among themfclves, 
are among the Women, which are exercifed by 
Perfons ot |heir own Sex. Every Member is daily 
vifited by one of his Clafe, who gives him Exhor- 
tations, and takes Notice of the a&ual State of his 
Soul, whereof he, makes a Report to the Elders. 
Frequent particular Aflfemblies are held in each 
Clafs, and general ones by the whole Society, The 
Overfeers or Leaders have alfo their private Meet- 
ings to inftru6t one another in Matters concerning 
the Guidance of Souls. The Members of each 
Clafs are fubdivided into People that are dead, 
awaked, ignorant, willing Difciples, Difciples that 
have made a Progrefs. Proper Affiftance is given 
to each of thefe Subdivifions ; but above all, great 
Care is taken of thofe that are fbiritually dead (4)*

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They pay an uifcommon Attention to the In- 
ftruAion of Youth. Befides thoffe- that have the 
Care of Orphans, there are others that are intrufted 
with that of all the other Children. Count Zinzen- 
darf*s Zeal has fometimes carried him fo far, as to 
take Children to his own Home to iiiftrudt thexn, 
to the Number of Twenty, whereof nine or ten flept 
in^his Bed-^hambef. There are Aflemblie? held of 
little Children that are not yet in a Condition to 
walk. They are carried thither. Hymns are fung 
in thefe Meetings,.and Prayers made; even Sermons 
ar^ preached to them fuitable to the Capacity or 
thefe Infant-hearers. ^ 

The Elder J Co-Elder^ the Vice- Elder ^ fuperintend 
all the Claflfes. There are like^nfc Informers by 
Office, fome of them known, fome kept fecfet, be- 
fides a great many other Employments and Titjes, 
the Detail of which would be too long and too 
tedious here. 

A great Part of their Worfhip confifts in finging, 
■ They pretend that Children, in particular, are in- 
ftruded in their Religion by Hymns (5). Count 
Zitmendorf relates a v€ry extraordinary Thing in hi& 
Natural Reflexions^{6):y viz. That, tt>e Chanters ofth^. 
S0($ety muft have received a particular and almft itii- 
mitable Gift of God: (he might as well have faid a 
quite inimitable one) for when tbey^re obliged tajtng 
, at the Head of the Congregation^ their Songs are nhpays 
a conneSed R^etition of thofe Matters thai pa^ hfcn 
preached juji before. 

At all Hours, whether Day or Night, fome Pcr- 

fons, of both Sexes, are appointed by Rotation to. 

pray for the Society. And, what is moft remarkable,

The Elders have the fole Right of making 
Matches. No Promife of Marriage is of any Va- 
lidity without their. Confent (i). The Maids devote 
tliemfelves to the Saviour, not that their Intent is 
never to marry, but to marry only fuch a Perfon, 
with Refpeft to whom God fliall have made known 
to them with Certainty, that he is regenerated, in- 
ftru&ed in the Importance of the Conjugal State, 
and' appointed by the divine Direction to enter into 
tliat State (2)* 

All is extraordinary at Herrnhut, The moft 
ftubborn Difeafes vanilh there without Help : Very 
rarely . one dies there of a violent Feven But 'tis 
common to die there of a Cold, Defluxion, or fuch 
like other flight Indifpofition. Thefe are at leaft 
Things Count . ZinT^ndorf affirms in a Writiflig^ 
dated January 2^2^ ly ^2^ and prefented to the Mi-, 
niftry of the Court of Drefden (3). .

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I do not find that the Henmbuters till the Ycar'^'^" tf 
1729, pretended to be any thing more than Mem-J^^*"^' 
bers of the Lutheran Church at Bertholfdorf. In-/^,v^^- 
deed, they were all of them 'either born among Lu-9f the 
theransy or converted from Popery to the Faith of ^fuient 
the Augjhurg Confeffion; and if fome amongft ^c"\!ri|^*^*^ 
entertained Ideas of Calvinifm^ Count Zinzendarj^^ ' 
took Care to cure them of it (4). But from this 
Time the iifor^i&K/^j, undoubtedly with a View to 
fet their Society off to better Advantage, would 
pafs for a Sprig (5) of thofe Bohemian and Moravian 
Brethren, who, a long time before Luther^ lived 
ieparated from the Romijh Church, and who in the 
Time of the Reformation entered into brotherly 
Correfpondence with the two great Proteftant So- 
cieties, but without uniting with either of them. 
And Count Zinzendorf has fince that Time ever 
talk'd in this Strain. He pretends, that thefe Bre- 
thren originally were of the Greek Church, and in 
Procefs of Time had united with the Waldenfes^ 
who derived their Origin from the Latin Church 
(6). He beftows the greateft Encomiums on this 
Moravian Church, fo much renowned in former 
Times, eclipfed and forgot afterwards, an<* at 
length, if Credit may be given hini, revived under 
his Aufpices at Herrnhut. He gives her the moft 
pompous Titles; as, the Church of the Crofs^ — the 
Church of the Lamb^ — th^ Church of the Blood and 
Wounds^ — the Theocracy^ — a People whereunto never 
was feen the likey "thty are the Hundred forty-four 
Thoufand Servants of God marked on their Foreheads^ 
—whereof St. John makes mention in his Revela- 
tion (7).

^Mgbis ^*^ **^^ Views ; it was but natural he fhould have 
Seay and a stxj great Authority over it. And fo it happens \ 
the Titles bc kas always been the Soul, the Oracle, a^id the 
^J^^ Primtm Mobile of it. He tells us himfejf that he 
affumes. ^^ always been at the Head of his Sed:, both in

has fuch a Dire^or, is under Tutelage. He believed that it 
was of Age when he fpoke thus in the Year 1730, and it was 
one of the Reafons that engaged him at that Time to give up 
this Office. It follows then, that it had returned fince that Time 
to a State of Tutelage, bccairfe Count .Zinaiefubrf thwe Years 
after took upon him again this OiHce. He perceived, in all 
Appearance, that Secrecy was ftill neceflary to the Affairs of the 
Society. This ferves to explain the Title that has been given 
him in the Ad of BreJIau, He is created there Minifter Pknipo - 
tentiary and Oeconomifi ttmceming the Secret and Myfiery of the Crofs, 
Eefides the Titles here mentioned, he takes at other Times upon 
him thofe of 5y»/AV, Onrtmjfaryj Piempotenttaryy Ad^jocatus Ecclefiar^ 
Qrdmarius Fratrum, Frafe&us publicis Fratrum rebus gtfenSs, *Tis 
always the fame Power under different Names.

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fdf to be dazzlpd by the Luftre of his Mitre. He 
tells us himfclf, that he had very little Forwardnefe 
to make a Figure as a Bilhop; and in the 3d ge- 
neral Synod w Hertnhutifm^ held at Got ha, in 174a, 
he laid down his Epifcdpal Dignity (5); which 
however had made no Change with Refpeft to his 
Office of 'Trujiee or Guardian of the Brethren. It 
appears at leaft, that he was ftill vetted with it in 
1743, becaufe at that Time the Brethren difcharged 
him from it. But this was only done with a View 
to give him a much more honourable Title, viz. 
that of AGniJier Plenipotentiary and Oeconomifi^ with 
Power to nominate a Succeflbr, and an exprefs 
Claufe, that nothing of Importance fhould be done 
or concluded without his Confent. (6). He did not 
accept this new Promotion till towards the Clofe of 
the following Year (7).- Lately we fee him ftile 
himfelf Lord Advocate of the Unitas Fratrum. The 
Reader, perhaps, will be furprifed to find Count 
Zinzendorf thus change his Offices and Titles, to 
abdicate, to take them again, and neverthelefs to 
enjoy the fame Power. Should any one be tempted 
to make Reflexions "upon it, he'll tell them: Mf 
dear Critics^ dorCt take it amifs^ that I tell yoU^ you 
meddle with an Affair^ to which you are Strangers^ you 
argue about Things you do not underfiand^ and you have 
none of thofe ^ual^cationsj which are necejfary to de- 
cide ^ with any Appearance of Skill and Equity^ in Mat^ - 
ters that concern me {i). And indeed, the Count is

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judge pertinently of his Cenduft (which he acknow* 
ledges to have lomething enigmatical in it), a Per- 
ibn ought to be abated by the fame Principle 
with himfelf; and truly 'tis a Princ^le of fb extra- 
ordinary a Nature, that it is to be wiihed, it were 
peculiar to himfelf, and uncapable of being commu- 
nicated to others. He has nothing more at He^rt 
than to retire, and waits only till certain Afikirs are 
finifhed, in order to give an Account to the Society, 
and put an End to thirty Years Labour. At leaft 
this wa§ his way of thinking in 1749 (9). He 
won't have a Suqceflbr. The important Offices 
which he is dharged with, will be executed by ie- 
veral Brethren joined together in Commilfion for 
that Purpofe (i). He is one of thofe Men, that 
cannot be fucceeded by an Equal, ^nd who ^re like 
Pieces of Gold, ^ great Quantity of fmall Money is 
fcarce fufficient to make up the Value. 

Count Zinzendorf has very early been about ex-^Tii Ptv^ 
tending his Scdt. He has fent his Fellow-Labourers /«r«/^«» 
throu^out the World. He himfelf has been over ^ Hcmi- 
all Europe J and at leaft twice in America. From the*^'*'^* 
Year i7^^» ^ new Hermbut has been iet up in 
Croenlanay and before the End of the {^receding 
Year the Miffionaries of Hermbutifm had already 
pafs'4 the Line (a). The Society poflefles Beihle* 
^«» in Pi?»^fotfirw: It has a Settlement amongft the 
Hottentots. China is entered into its Plan. But it 
has no where made better Conquefts dian in the 
Britifl) European Dominions, in the United Provinces^ 
and in fVetteravia-, in the laft Province, however, 
where their Views were difcovered, they have a^n 
loft Ground (3), as will be feen in the Sequel of 
this Treatife.

Cimdefcenfion being what has given Rife to thefe 
Tropesy Count Zinzendotf^ from the fame Motive^ 
ihews a general Inclination to all Chriftian Com- 
munions, He would have wrote to the Pope, had 
he known what Title to give him, He^ has even 
been perfecuted, for having maintdned, that the 
Pope was not the Antichrift. He has fcnt a Depu- 
tation to the Patriarch of ConftanHnapUj which has 
been very well received. He Ihews a great Attach- 
ment to Luther ant fin^ whereof he conftantly pretends 
himfdf to be a Member. He boafts of being a 
Minitter of that Church, and affirms, in Spite df 
all that can be faid to the contrary, that he and 
his Brethren have no other Dodrine, than what is 
^ught by that Communion. He is of late become 
more favourable to Cahimfm^ than he was in the 
Beginning, It was in his Power, fays he, to have 
rooted it out from among the Brethren, he how- 
ever declined it. Although, according to him, the 
taking of Oaths is not prohibited; yet the Society, 
wherever it fettles, is known to be averfe to them, 
and that probably out of -Complaifance to the Men- 
nonijis or Anabaptifts. He declares in general, that 
whoever embraces Herrnhuiifm^ need not change hi^ 
Religion (8). Such Advances as thefe cannot hnt Suhmffien 
infinitely facilitate the Propagation erf" the StOi^totheWia 
which already boafts of decimating all Nations, and^ f^' ^*" 
pretends, it has a Right to all the Children of God^^/* 
of whatever Perfuafion they be (9). hutifm. 

Though Count Zinzendorf tells us, that he \i2i^The Society 
fometimes met with Reliftance from the Brethr^ n,^^'*^ ^ 
and that they have contradided him ; yet it appears ^^^ ^ 
in general, that they hav^ fhew'd great Docility ^y* ^^^

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both ibrhim ftnd thok he hfts been ple&fed t6 irtttkft 
Partakers of his Authority, Submiffioh to the Will 
of the Superiors of the Society, is a very eflential 
iUticle of his Syfteih. , Ht te^i)e^> in his Sermons 
to the Synod of Zeiji^ that God obeys the Voke of 
his Servants (that is to fay, of the Brethren), but 
that it is required, that firft of all they agree with 
theif Friindy that diey a£t,in concert with tteir Chief 
(i). The Tra&ablenefs^ which he prefcribcs them> 
muft go fo far as to fuffer themfelves to be led Step 
by Step, Hke little Children, by Men whom he calls 
Mniftets of the Holy Ghoft, and of the Church 
(^J^ reprefenting them as being fo many living 
Imi^es of our hleflcd Saviour d). The Irkfom- 
iiefi of thuis obeying without Referve It great, it 
rtuift be owned; but then 'tis much alleviated by 
tiie Notion that is inftilled into them, that their 
Superiors receive from Chrift himielf the Orders 
that are given. This the Count inculcates among 
his Flock with equal Care and Affiduity. Every 
Thing is done by the Saviour's InjundUon ; Je/us. 
will havt it fo^ the Lamb commands it: this is the 
Stile of th^ Minifters of the Society. According 
to them, the Saviour gives his Orders on the very 
Moment they are to be executed. He will not 
luiFer that thofe who are to obey them, have Time 
to confider. Thus Bufinefs is done quickly^ all at once\ 
and^ as it were^ in Pqfie-bafte. Thefe are the Count's 
own Expre&ions (4), '^hxylooks upon this Method of 
the Saviour J as a Condefcerifion he has for his Children^ 
with whofe Weaknefi he is riot unacquainted. He 
knowsj adds he, for inftance, how it is with a Maidy, 
whenfioe is apprifed fhe is to marry (4). Therefore he 
doth not willingly let Perfons know their Deftination 
much beforehand (6j, Who does not plainly fee

St&j which is hc^re fathered on our blefied Saviour i 
An Artifice^ which ii likely to be attended with & 
much the more Succe^^ as Men are left able to 
withftand Orders they have not Time to teamine* 
^ut Count Zi>a;m/^/,ihould have known, that this 
Contrivance is not a new one; Jvin ef Ltiien^ the 
famous King of die AHoiaptifis at Mm^^^ did the 
fame before him, only with dhis Difierence, that he. 
afcribed his pretended Orders to the Holy Ghoft ( 7). 

The fending of Miffionaries, according to thi^CwcmM^ 
Se<St, is a Bufmefs in which the Saviour is particu-'^''' W- 
larly concerned. Count Zinzendorf informs us mi-^^"'^* 
ftutely, what the Saviour prefcribcS in this matter. 
For inftance, fome of the Society eameftly defiring, 
that thofe of dieir Brethren^ who had been pitched 
upon to be fent away^ fhould be difpatched a Day 
iboner, than the Saviour had appointed : The Count 
oppofed jthis Motion with fo much Steadings, that 
it was dropped. It was to no Purpofe they objefted, 
that the Captains, who Were to take them on Board 
at Rotterdam J would pay no Regard to the Day ap* 
pointed by the Saviour : He refolutdy anfwered ^ 
^bey will do it % if if not^ eur Miffionaries mil €omey in^ 
anotbeir manner^ to the Place for wbicb they are defiiffd 
^8). This Example of the Count's Faith will ap- 
pear lefs aftonifliing, when we attend tso what he' 
tells us further, viz. That he has found by Ex* 
perience, that the Brethren, when the Saviour di*». 
reded them in their Travels, have performed a*' 
mazing Things, Things which ho Art, no human 
Precaution ever could attain to. He himfclf has 
once, without human Aflil!bince, made a Voyage in 
eleven Weeks, which another HerrnbuPer couSlliOt 
compafs in lels than Sixty-fix, becaufe he was in the 
Hands of Men (9). 4be Saviour^ contiaxies this 
great Apoftlc, in a prophetical Strain, in his 33d

that I could bring it to pafs^ that we could have a 
couple of Ships ^ no matter of what Bulky that belonged 
' folely to the Society^ and which the Maritime Powers 
might not fufpdl of carrying on a Trade^ or being em- 
ployed in Smugglings which may be pofftble to obtainy 
and depends only on a favourable Moment. Then we 
Jbould fee Wonders. Fory at prefent^ our Affairs are 
too much blended with the Btiftnefs of Men, with their 
Inter eft and Views ^ this makes a great Alteration^ and 
cannot but hanje^ fome way or other y an Influence over 
the Brethren. But were it once become the Saviour's Bu- 
fmefs alone y then he would let us fee Wonders on the Sea. 
He would not only caufe us to make Voyages with great 
Swiftnefsy but to land where never any body landed. A 
Tempefi would be fufficient to bring us to the intended 
Place. In cafe Leave was denied us to enter, a Porty 
wefbould be conveyed into fome inacceffiUe Bay^ at fome 
Miles diftance from the Port^ where we might land, and 
no body could find fault with ity becaufe it would ap • 
peary that we were arrived there by Strefs of Weather. 
This would coft nothing to the Saviour y it would be a 
play to his Angels. But let me be allow'd to afk the 
Queftion, Would it coft him more to provide the 
Brethren with a whole Fleet, than to give them the 
Two Ships fo much defired ? Would it be more 
Pains to the Angels to tranfport the Brethren through 
the Air, than to convey them by Sea. Where a 
Teacher has Credit enough over his Flock to inftil 
fuch Notions into their Minds, there can be no Dif- 
ficulty for him to prevail upon them to rife up againft 
the Government, whenfoever his Inclination or Cir- 
cumftances (hall prompt him fo to do.

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the Kfoife and Buftle made bythc Herrnbuiers about 
the Voyages and Enterprifes of their Milfioharies 
for the Converfion of the Heathen ; who would not 
be.tenipted to think, that this Seft was purpofely 
fet on foot to bring about fo great and good a 
Work, and that this was its peculiar Galling ? And 
yet, on a nefarer Infpeftion, it. aj^cars that this is 
very far from being the Purpofe. Count Zinzendorf 
tells us himfelf, that thc.Commiffion of the Society 
was never calculated for a general Converfion of the 
Heathen, that the Time of this great Event is not 
as yet come: But that the Society being an«?^ 
(an Eledlion, a chofen People) it muft have an 
^flrofx^i', (the Firftlings or Firft-Friiits) here and 
-there among the Heathen. The little Number the 
^Brethren have. hitherto converted to the Chriftian 
Faith, is but a Cpwj^^/, which .the, Saviour has 
granted them to make them Amends for their La- 
bours, and they believe themfelves .well rewarded 
for their Toil, if ia Two Hundred. Voyages they 
make but One Hundred Converts (%). May not this 
again, be called a cunning Refource, to have an 
Excufe-at Hand as often as Need requires ? For 
whenfoever the Miffionaries of the Herrnbuters luo- 
ceed ill, or grow tired of their Commiffion, they 
jaced only, fay, that their Inftrudioris did not oblige 
them to. do any more. . *Tis true, we have not an 
Qppprtunity of infpe<aing thefe Inftrudtions, and 
we. muft therefore .refer .(Mirfelves on that Head to 
the .Count, who^ without doubt, has received them 
from Heaven, executed in due and legaji Form -, and 
Sataa. himfelf, it. ibcms, mufl: have aJfo received 
Notice of it, if we are to credit the Count. For, 
he afllires us, that this Enemy is quiet enough,* and 
lets the Brethren alone, as long as they db not tranf- 
gr^fs the Bounds, that are prefcribed them. But 
when they go beyond their Commiffion,. then Satan

As the Brethren have always a great Number of 
JLaboumrs on the Roads, oftentimes among thefe 
itheir Chief himielf with his Family and Retinue; 
and as, befides, their Undertakings an^ the Acqui- 
&30ns they make, requice confiderable Expedce; 
'tis neceflary, they ihould have what is called the 
^iinew of all great Schemes, Money (5). Thus wc 
.£nd they have betimes efkablilh'd 4 Fund call'd by 
fhem tbue LamysrmMr the Savicur^s-Cbefty which is 
i>eeome very confiderable by the Contributions and 
JOon^tbns of the Profe^ytes of Herrnbutifm and its 
Favourers. From the Beginning, two Brethren 
weretrufted with it; of whom, one kept the Cheft, 
fMod t;^ other the Key (6). But Covint Zinzendarf 
hs^ always had the principal Direction over it. 
Thi$ Addition of temporal Concerns muft infallibly 
iuive cruih'd him under its Weight, he being al- 
^4dy ii> much taken up with the Spiritual ones of 
$k^ Society, had he not found in the Counted, his 
jSppy^ a proper Afiiftant to fhare his Fatigues 
Wh iUm* In a Manuicript Hiftory of the Society,

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-Mrhfcrfeaf the Count gives us fotnt Abftrafts In the 
Appendix of his mtvral kejtexions^ *fis faid^ that 
this Lady, during a Time of Twenty Six Years, 
has fe well hufbanded the fcailty founds of the So- 
ciety, th^t nothing was ever wanting, Either in his 
Family, or amongft the BrothfeAood, tfiough therie 
had been a Nedeflity of furnifhing from thence 
d30Ve One MilfiOn of Crowns For fundry Under- 
takings (7). Upon the whole, Yis well known, 
that whoever dcfires to be receive'd as a Brother, is 
ftot welconie among dicm, unlefs he contributes to 
the Cheft. The Couht fays himfelf, That tUCE- 
cofioihifts of the Society may fay to a young rich Man: 
Either give its ail thou haji^ or get thee gone\ give us 
all thcu hafi^ or thou canft not hetvith us (8). •

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tion the Seft was in at that Time. The Society^ 
fays he, had alriioft a thoufand Labourers difperfed 
all over the World. This Number however was 
not yet fufEcient j for, in Proportion as they work'd, 
the Harveft increafed. Twenty-four Nations had 
been awakened from their fpiritual Drowfmefs, by 
the Care of thefe Apoftles. We preachy fays he, to 
an innumerable Numhr of Souls in fourteen Languages^ 
amongfi 'ubhomy without reckoning tbofe that don^t belong 
to the Proteftant Religion^ nor the Jews and Heathens^ 
there are at leaft twenty thoufand People^ that were not 
born Lutherans^ nor intend to become Lutherans^ whom 
we neverthelefs bring to the Augfburg ConfeJJion^ and 
indeedy we cannot recommend to them a better Conjiitu- 
tionj than the Church of the Brethren (9). This fup- 
pofes, that thefe twenty Thoufand Souls muft be 
looked for amongft the Reformed^ and Mennonifts or 
Anabaptijis'^ but for what Reafon he denies, that, at 
leaft, the former, are of the Augfburg Confeffion, 
doth not appear. We have^ adds he. Ninety-eight 
EftablifhmentSy amongfi which are Caftles^ that have 
20, 50, or 90 Apartments (9). The Miffionaries of 
the Herrnhuters don't go and preach in every Place, , 
where their Miniftry is required. On the 28th of 
February 1748, they had received above one hundred 
and feventy Invitations, only from Eafter of the 
foregoing Year, with regard to which they had not 
'as yet taken any Refolution. In the mean while 
they are not idle; in the Year 1740, they had 'al- 
ready made two hundred Voyages by Sea. As to 
the Progrefs the Seft has made abroad for thefe. 
three Years p^ft, I fhall not venture to fpeak of, as 
I have not fufEcient Materials for the Purpofe-, but 
as for the Succefs they have met with in thefe King- 
.doms, and are daily making, every Body is an Eye- 
witnefs of It is to be fuppofed, that their Succefs 
from th^ Year 1 749, muft furpafs that of the two

A^The Tenets 
long as Herrnhut belonged to the Church zi Ber-^^f *^' 
tholfdorf^ the Society was held in great Efteerii, and^^^^^"''^^^^ 
not at all fufpefted to differ from the Confeflion ^^he Ob* 
Augjburg, This was the Reafon, for which they?«n/y 
Thfeological Faculty at Tubingen^ did not fcruple'^^/*^* 
to grant them thofe Teftimonials, to which Count 
Zinzendorf^ has fince that Time always referred 
himfelf, to prove the Soundnefs of his Doftrine. 
The Reader will find in the Appendix the Judg- 
ment of the faid Faculty afterwards given by them, 
dated May 8, 1747, concerning the grofs Errors of 
this Seft, which had they known at firft, they never 
would have granted thofe Teftimonials, under the 
Sanftion of which fo much Mifchief has been done. 
I do not know, nor is it material to enquire, whe- 
ther Count Zinzendorf began to broach his new 
Doftrine, immediately upon the Beginning of the 
firft Eftablifhment of the Society at Herrnhut\ it 
feems more likely^ that as he enlarged his Plan, he 
enlarged his Notions alfo. Thus much is certain,

At other Times thev begin to expucfs them' 
felves clearly, but on a fuaden become too obfcure 
to be underftood They ajpe feldom intirely clear, 
and neverthelefs flaew often too great a Clearnefs. 
iFor; indeed, thole Things that efcape them and are 
ealy ix> be underftood, do no Honour either to their 
Jydgment^or Underftariding. The Reg.der will be 
convinced of it by the Specinaens I am going to lay 
before^ hini. Imail take a great Number of them 
from Count Zinzendorfs, theological Opinion^ and his 
Sermons preached in America^ and at Zeift in the Pro- 
vfncd of Utrecht, , Thefe laft, to the Number of 
fifty -:J5x, were delivered to the Synod of the Bre- 
thren, ield at thie laft-mentioned Place in 1746, 
and are printed and publilh'd by the Society in one 
Volume. ■ The Count has not put his Name to it^

As this jfliort Sketch of the Doftrines of Herrn- 
hutifm^ is taken from Count Zinzendorf % own Ser- 
mons, and Writings, without adding to or fubftradt- . 
ing from them, it will appear ftrange, that he 
ihould prefume to declare himfelf of the Augjburg' 
Conf^on^ and thus, to claim the Name of a Pro-: 
teftant ; efpecially as 'tis evident, that his Errors, 
io far from being in the leaft agreeable,to, are rather 
condemned by it. It feems, the Count isconfcious, 
that his Se6l cannot iland upon its own Bottom, 
and for fhat Reafon, makes ufe, for a Time, of

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|^rnif»tid» go down with the lels iStartinliig. *Ti^ 
vndoiflbt^y, from the fittne Motivje^ hofo earefuBy 
cad^a'irours to perfuade the World, that his Society, 
ekher in Part, or m the Whole, ia a Remnant of 
the ancient MnwHon Chureh, jind Profi^flops of its 
Tenets 9 though the contrary can be made appear 
fee authentic hiftorical Records, and that he firft 
bioached die I>o6bffioes of his Seft, adding at 
Times, fubftra<aing at others, till it arrived to thf 
State k is at prefent in. Such Shife, I fear, will 
in4ttce the Reader to have but an indifferent Opi-^ 
nion of the Divine Mifllon the Count pretends to; 
but let him rememfeer what has be«i quoted above 
from this foblime DoAor's own Writings, viz. Tiat 
in judiring of khn^ wt meddk wUb Ajfmrs we an «* 
Hrehf Strangers to j that we reafen $n wkai ^e do not 
knotvi that we bdive none of $hofe, Salifications thai 
are reouirtdfor arguing about Things that concern him^ 
end that for judging pertinentfy of his Conifilf^ we mufi 
bavt e9cercifed tie fame Prof^oh be bas.*^^l haften to 
make a few Obfcrvations, which will fiiew, how far 
HermhuHfin may alfeft the Security rf a Govern- 
ment. 

I declare fincerely, I am very for froih being an 
Enemy to Toleration : For, in my Opinion, a Man 
diat has jdone nothing to dcfcrve Death, has, ac- 
cording to the Laws of Nature, at leaft, a Right to 
a Settlement fomewhere or other. But Self-Pnj- 
fervation no lefs requires us, to be well aflured, that 
a Society, admitted to enjoy the Proteftion of the 
Civil Government, has previoufly given a true Ac- 
count of itfelf, and that it entertains no Principles 
or Opinions, which, ihould its Members ever be 
tempted to afl: by, may in the leaft endanger the 
Security of a Government : For, whenever it can 
be made appear that they have concealed the Truth, 
and that their Principles are dangerous, the moft 
folemn Grants given to fuch a Society, cannot be 
looked upoil in any other Light, than as furrepti- 
tioufly obtained. The 
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. The Hemdmtersy we find, haw at all Times af- 7^^ 
fciSted a moft extraordinary Secrecy with refpcft to ^^rrn^?- 
iheir Dodrines; fo that the Articles above rcIatcd4*^^J^^J^ 
are but a Part of their Syftem, and have, as it were^c« Jccwnt 
cfcaped iii'^m. Hiftory no where affords us an hi-<f*^e Se- 
fiance, that a Set of Men had Liberty, even in Spi-^^'^^ 
ritual Matters, to make a Secret of their Opinions ;^£/^ '* 
ijiay, numerous Examples may be met with, thdiiDoarmes. 
fbch People were to be looked upon as Men, from 
whom Danger may be apprehended. And what 
can be more natural, but that a Government, which 
grants Liberty of Confcience to a Society, Ihould 
be informed of the moft minute Parts of their Doc- 
trine, Difcipline, jmd interior State; as by this only 
a. Judgment can be made, whether the Security of 
a Realm is likely to be affefted thereby or not ^ 
'»Tis true. Count Zinzendorf^ whenever this Objec- 
tion Iks been made to him in other Countries, has 
^nfwered: Come and fee*^ that is to fay. Come among 
us and fee in what manner we pray and fing ; in- 
fpedt likewife, the printed Afts of our Synods, 
lirhich will manifeft our Tenets, and that we are a 
peaceable and quiet People ; or if you defire more, 
propoie Queftions, and we will anfwer them. I 
cannot deny, that an Oflfer of this Kind, having fo 
much Appearance of Sincerity, muft make a great 
Impreflion in Favour of the Society, upon fuch as 
have not yet a juft Idea of it. And what elfe could 
be the Reafon that fo many Princes have received 
this Society in their Doipinions ? What could elfe 
be the Reafon, that a whole Body of Divines of a 
famous Univerfity abovemcntioned,. was induced to 
approve their Doftrines ? And yet Time has ihewed, 
that even thofe Princes, who had fo favourable an 
Opinion of thtjlerrnbuters^ and if poffible, would 
have had them continue in their Dominions, found 
themfelves at length under a Neceflity to caufe theit 
Emigration^ and that the fame Body of Divines, 
though, as may be believed, with great Reluftancy, 

H were 
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iftrt obliged to rctrad their former Teftimonkh; 
The Chiefs of the Herrnbuters were found to be a 
Sort of People, whofc Word could not be taken 5 
it plainly appeared, that they (hewed Things only 
on the faireft Side, ind no more of their Doftrines 
than they thought fit thofe fliould know, that are 
not of their Seft ; the Anfwers they gave to the 
Queftions propofed to them, were full of Evafions, 
and their Synodal Afts contained no more, than 
what they thought proper to divulge. This has 
been found to be the Charadlcriftick of Herrnhutifmj 
by which its Followers diftinguifh themfelves in 
particular from all . Seftarics, that yet appeared. ' 
We meet with none that ever endeavour'd to miake 
a Myftery of their Doftrines, they openly profefs'd 
them, fome even died for them ; and in afting thus, 
they at leaft appeared fincere, how erroneous foever 
their Tenets might be. But fuch a Sincerity cannot 
be expefted from the Chiefs of the Herrnbuters^ as, 
according to them, they are intrufted with the Ex- 
ecution of the Saviour's Plan, known only to them- 
felves, and which even the Evangelijis themfelves had 
been ignorant of (i), in the managing of which, un- 
doubtedly, -great Prudence is required. How eafily^ 
could the new Period, Chrift is to begin in his new 
Church, be fruflrated, fhould they lay open more 
than People ought to know ? Would not the Divine 
Truths be divulged to unhallowed People, and thus 
the Saviour's Plan be marred again, as the fame ^as 
marred before by the Apofiles^ whom Count Zinzendorf 
is fo audacious to accufe of having flafd falfe Tricks 
{2). Might not {ucYi falfe Tricks be play'd a fecond

judging only in general of the Seft, no body could 
have a good Opinion of it, on account of the many 
notorious Untruths its Chiefs openly make ufe of,

ivhereoF ftUl more Inftanccs will appear in the St^ 
cud of this Trcatife. The Paffages* quoted here 
trom the Count's own Sermons^ might give me an 
Opportunity to Ihew, how grofly he impofes upon 
the Government, by pretending to Proteftantifm, 
and that this Denomination fits him no more, than 
if a Tar* fhould call himfelf a Jew, on account of 
having kept fome of the Jewi/h DoftrineS in his 
Syftem of Religion. But, as I am perfuaded, the 
judicious Reader will, of his own Accord, eafily 
difcover thcfe Artifices, I fhall only add to what has 
been faid, that, according to the Count's own Con- 
feffion, tlfere are Matters in the Dodrinal Part of 
his new Religion, which muft be kept fecret, and 
are Myfteries not to be divulged to fuch as are not 
of his Se£t-, that it is known, he did not acquaint 
the Lfegiflative Power of thiefe Realms therewith as 
he ought to have done, which therefore could hot 
judge whether or no, thefe fecret Dodtrines inter- 
fered with the Sjccurity of the Government ; that 
from the grofs Doftrines that have efcaped him, 
and are mentioned here, we naturally muft believe, 
that there are ftill more, which will not bear a 
Scrutiny, and that therefore the Count's whole 
Syftem is to be fufpefted; elpecially as no body can 
be ignorant, what pernicious Schemes in former 
Ages have been carried on under the Clokc of Re- 
ligion. 
And in If a Government has Reafon to fufpeft, the 
their HetmbuterSy on the Score of their keeping fecret 
^^liv their Doftrines -, how much more muft their Seft be 
miftrufted, as they obferve the fame Secrecy in all 
' their Affairs ? Count Zinzendorf^ who perfeftly 
knows that the Plan he has formed, cannot be ex- 
ecuted all at once, has, indeed, admitted to his Sy- 
nods Deputies of thofe Sovereigns, in whofe Do- 
minions his Society was fettled. But this Coride- 
fcenfion, of wJiich he frequently boafts, has fo much 
the Air of a Farce, that, whoever remembers what 

has 
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lias bttii quoted from Ms Wtitings, ^z. that noM 
mghty nor caH Mow the ihttrior State of their Affairs^ 
but Jkch as are Mend^ers of his Se£i, will eafily believe^ ' ^ 
that nothing is propofed there, but *hat ei^ery body 
tn^cf be apprifetj or. *Tis oh the trontrary knowu 
that the Chieft of the Society comprehend political 
Matters in their Difcipline. They opertly avbw, 
that thiy know nothing cf ^h Eccle^aftical IHfdpllne^ 
but that their Difcipline only regards temporal Matters 
(5). Their poor deluded Followers are made to 
fclclievfe, that the Saviour rules them by the Chiefs^ 
ivhofe Orders muflr be executed the Moment they 
ttt given, how arbitrary and uhpleifing foever they 
may appear. This Government, i?7hicn may juftly 
be called an Ecclejiafiical Commonwealth^ under tfe 
Dircdion of Count Zinzendorfy is fb cuHoufly con- 
trived, that it is next to ImpoflibiKty to kn6w thfe 
, Tranfatftions thdt happen in it, chiefly, as they havfc 
a Way to elude all Enquiries by ftnding to the re- 
moteft Part of the World whomfoever among dierh 
they in the leaft fufpeft of being dilpleafed, without 
giving him a Moment's Time to confider, and this 
all by Authority of the Saviour, who, according t6 
them, commands it Count Zinzendorf infi&s that 
his Society "is a Theocracy^ that the fending away his 
Followers J is an effential Part of the Difcipline of ' 

Herrnhutifm, and that he looks upon it^ as a Principi- 
umfiantis et cadentis Eccleji^ (6). He has fometimes 
thought himfeif lb fure of becoming able, in due 
Time, effeftually to defend that Church, (whereof 
he really is the Head, but at prefent out of Mo- 
defty only calls himfeif the Lord Advocate) that he 
has threaten^ to make ufe of Argumenta Regum 
againft thofe that oppofe him (7). Whoever cori- 
iiders this arbitrary Power, exercifed by the Chiefs 
of this Sed, or in other Words, this Empire within

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Hm Empirej muft allow that a Gowmment ought to 
take Umbrage at it, as in Proportion this Society 
increafes by making Profelytes,. it will gradually 
become more dangerous and formidable. The Will 
of one Man, or a few joined with him in Authority, 
l>eing fufficient, to make a Number of People, here 
and in other Countries, aft againft their own Incli- 
nations, nay, againft common Senfe, upon barely 
telling them, that the Saviour will have it fo\ what 
Confequences may not arife therefrom ? chiefly as 
their Tranfaftions are kept with the utmoft Secrecy^ 
May not the Safety of a Government depend on 
their good Will ? which, I think, is a very preca- 
rious Security 5 or fuppofe this to be out of Ques- 
tion, is it not in their Power, when, if a Govern- 
ment (hould not condefcend to gratify their Hu- 
mour in every Refpeft, to di^eople a whole Coun- 
try? which, as they have liberty to make what 
Profelytes they can, may poflibly happen in Time; 
a pretended Order from the Saviour being all they 
need for bringing it about. This is the Reafon, 
why feveral Proteftant Princes, after having found, 
that Count Zinzendorf exercifed more than a Papal 
Power over his Society, and that a blind Obeciience 
was paid him in whatever he direfted, chofe to part, 
as foon as poflible, with fuch Subjefts, rather than 
by keeping them longer, to be, at length, . at the 
Mercy of their Rulers. Yet, fuch has been the 
Prudence and Humanity of thefe Princes, that, to 
avoid all manner of Blame, they caufed public Pro-^ 
clamations to be made, to aflure thefe deluded Peo- 
ple, before their Departure, that they were at Li- 
berty to remain in their Dominions, provided they 
would give up their Dependency on Count Zinzen- 
dorf-^ which they did not choofe to comply with ; 
nay, openly declared, (i) that^ in doing this^ they 
would fall under the Cenfure of that Paffage in Scrips 

ture:

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ture: Whoever denies me before Men^ him mU I alfi 
detrf before my Father which is in Heaven. This can 
be proved by a public AA: What Judgment are 
we CO make, after this, of the Fidelity of Hermhu- 
tersy and of the Doftrine of Herrnhutifm itfelf ? Is it 
not plain, that thefe People fubmit to the Authority 
of- a Perfon, who, in Reality, is their Pope, and 
whom they acknowledge to be Supreme in Tem- 
porals ? What Opinion nfiuft we alfo have of the 
Count, who had th€ Affurance to pretend, that 
thefe People were perfecuted for the Sake of their 
Religion ? whereas they might to this Day, and all 
their Life-time, have remained' where they were, 
had they been in a Difpofition to behave as good 
Subjefts ought to do. 

It has been obferved by fome, that it is aftonilh- ^^ 
ing, how People could follow a Se6t, that profefles^^'f 
Errors of fo grofs a Nature* Others have, on the^^^^ 
contrarjr^ found no Reafon to wonder at k, as they/j /em- 
take it for granted, from the Depofitions of fuch as^^*' ^ « 
have left the Society, that fuch Things pafs among^^*^" 
the Initiated^ as are almoft as unfit to be mention'd^"^ ' 
as to be pradis^d. I wave entering into a Difcuffion 
of this Matter. There is, however, lefs Reafon for 
being furprifed, that People continue Members. of 
it, than at their making of Profelytes. It has been 
proved above, that one of the eflential Articles of 
their Doftrine is, that fuch as are of their Number, 
muft give up the Ufe of their Reafon: Hence it 
naturally follows, that they muft be expofed to all 
manner of Delufions; there being no Abfurdity, no 
Dodtrine To extravagant and pernicious, that n;iay 
not find Entrance into their Minds, provided it 
ftrikes their Imagination, and afixsfts their Paffions. 
It follows further, that the moft exprefs Declara- 
tions in the Scripture cannot prevent their being 
feduced, as they are indifferent whether the Inter- 
pretation, that is given of them, be conformable or 
contrary to Reafon. This is the Vehicle, by the 
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JHelp of which, all the other I>o6lriri€$ oF the 
flmrnbuttrs go dowa, and a thoufand more would^ 
of ftiil greater Abfurdity, if poffible. But is not 
fuch a Principle highly detrimental to a Govern- 
ipent? Who can tell, to what Lrcngths fuch Delu- 
fions may be carrie4 and what Ufe the Chiefs of . 
this Se<^ may make of a^ People, that are only 
guided by Feelingy Itnagination and Paffions ? 'Tis 
with Principles of this Nature, ^s with Crimes in 
general. Men arrive not to the higheft Pitch of 
Wickednefs all ^t oixce. The Corruption increafcs 
by Tinie, and is gradually rooted in the Heart, 
The Anabaptifts of MUnfier^ who had likewife fet 
afide the Ufe of Reafon, and ^ere led by 'Feelings 
imagination ^nd Paffions, had not certainly from 
the Beginnings formed that abominable Undertak- 
ing, which they executed afterwards, Thefe are 
Surmifes, I own; but they are fuch, as Prudence 
diftates. Schemes of this Nature, fhould the C4uefs 
of the Hermbuiers be difpofed fo to do, could be 
the mott eafily carried on by them, as an impene-> 
trable Secrecy is kept in all their Tranfaftions. 
They have People in almoft all Parts of the World, 
whom, on Occaiion, they can eafily bring together: 
They command arbitrarily, and their Will is cxc* 
cuted without Bieafoning, Deliberation^ and, as it 
were, inftantaneoufly. 
Another What has been faid of the Poflibility, that Herm-i 
Doarine, hutifm may affed the Security of a Government, 
^kious ^^^^ receive ftill greater Weight, if we recoiled 
i^^^^^ Count Zinzendorfs Aflerti©n above quoted, that 
vemment. Ckrift can make Virtue to be Vice^ and Vice to be Virtue • 
As Reafon is given up by the Hermhuters^ who 
fubmit themfelves implicitly to the Guidance of 
their Chiefs, and to their own Imagmation and 
PaiJions; 'tis cafy for thefe Rulers to make them 
perpetrate the moft horrid Enterprizes whenever- 
$hey pleafe. Virtue is not Virtue at all Times, and 
, Vice mijft be Virtue^ when they will have it fo* 

This ' 
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This IS a Do6trine, the Count preached before oM 
of his Synods, AVhere, he fays, the Doors are open' 
for all Hearers, whether they belong to the Society 
or not. But it were to be wifhed, he had employed 
his Talents to better Purpofes, than to inftil fuch 
Notions into Peoples Minds. As the Saviour, ac- 
cording to him, manifefts his Will to the Brother- 
hood, or rather to the Chiefs, who, under this Pre- 
tence, have an Opportunity to ftir up their Flock 
to any Attempt ; what Security can a Government 
have, that they will not make Ufe of this Doftrine ? 
I know nong but his, or their Word, which, I again 
repeat, is but a very bad Security. From the Ten- 
dency of this Doftrine, there is, befides, ftill more 
to be apprehended J as 'tis known, that the Herrn^ 
huters pretend to be ^ quite diftin^ People^ a cbofen 
Flock^ a chofen Race, and look with difdain upon all 
other Chriltians, calling them Idolaters, ChriftianerSy 
that is to fay, People that only pretend to Chriftia-* 
nity, and are guided by a Clergy, vrhozxt Satan" ^Pro^ 
fejfors, arid have deceived the World to this Day (i). 

I have hitherto fpoke of Poflibilities, or that 
Herrnhutifm may become dangerous to a Govera- 
ment. I could offer a great many other Arguments 
of as much Weight, to corroberate what I have 
faid, but Ihall only add, that the political and' 
worldly Views^ this Religion is founded upon, infer 
not only a Poffibility, but a great Probability, that • 
a Government will be nearly affefted by it. The* 
Means, which the Chiefs of this Se6l malce Ufe of, 
Iquare fo exaftly ^ith their pretended Theocracy-^- 
with their Ecclejiajiical Commonwealth,'-- -and with* 
their profejfed Difcipline in temporal Matters, that, in . 
all Appearance, not much Good can thence be fore- 
boded to States. 'Tis true, the Opulency, this So- 
ciety fo much boafts of, may be of Advantage to a 
Country, but I leave it to the Reader to judge,

Befides, what Account can be made of Subjcfts, 
that fuffer themfelves to be fo far deluded, as to 
part with their Subftance, (which Men in general 
moft value) to their Chiefs, in Order to enable 
them to carry on Projeds for aggrandizing them- 
felves in all Parts of the World? Will they after 
this fcruple to execute any Thing propofed to them, 
imder the Pretence of its being the Saviour's Com- 
mand? Can they refufe to comply with Count Z/»- 
T^endorfs Orders, who expefts fiich i Docility in 
tbem^ that they mufifuffer themfelves to he guided Step 
hy Step J like little Children ( i) ? 

I conclude thefe Obfervations with an Abftradl 
of a Book publiflied abroad (2), which gives an 
Account of the Conduft of the Herrnhuters^ ahd 
chiefly of Count Zinzendorfs^ at Herrnhaag in the 
County of Biidingeny near Francfort on the Mayn \ 
where this Seft lately had a Settlement. 'Tis wrote 
with a great deal of Moderation, and the Fa6ts 
Itated there are fupported by the Count's o'wn Let- 
ters, and thofe of the Chiefs of the Society. The 
Reader will thence be enabled to judge, whether 
my Apprehenfions, concerning the Danger a Go- 
vernment may be expofed to from this Seft, are 
jufl or not; he will alfo get ^ more perfeft Idea of 
HerrnhutifW' and of the Count, by looking into his

As the Government of the County ^ /;&«> 
of Ifenburg-Budingen declined to have any Thing to^ettUments 
do with Count Xinzendorf on that Score, two Depu-^^''^^' 
ties of the Brethren of that Society took upon them 
in Septemberiy^y^ to make Propofals to the Mini- 
ftry there, for purchafing a confiderable Number of 
Acres of Land, in order to build Houfes, and fettle 
forty or fifty Families there; which, forthegreateft 
Part, as it was given out, were to carry on Woollen 
and Lineil Manufafturies, &fr. It appears that 
the Miniftry had already fome Sufpicion of the 
Doftrines of that Seft ; but this was foon removed 
by their producing Teftimonials of Orthodoxy from 
the Theological Faculty at the Univerfity of Tubin- 
genj and other Vouchers to the fame Purpofe, and 
by their folemnly averring, that they were no Se3a- 
riesy but Proteftants^ and would conform to the Liturgy 
of the Reformed Churchy in order to avoid entirely all 
Sufpicion of Separation^ Particularifm^ or of having a 
particular Religion. Hereupon no Difficulty was 
made of granting them their Requeft ; and the 
Price of the Land being agreed upon, a Patent was 
given them for their Eftablifliment ; out of which 
'tis neceffary to relate the following Articles for the 
, better underftanding the Sequel, viz. i . 'The Go- 
' vernment referves to itfelf the Confirmation of the 
Preachers of the Society ^ whoy before they are appoint ed^

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jhdll be p^fented to the Regency^ in Order to be exa^ 
mined^ whether their Do£irines are conformable to the 
nbove Tejlimonials, 2. The Society has Leave to regu- 
late their Worjbif and Church Bifcipline in the fame 
Manner ^s the French Refugees in the Pruflian Do- 
minions y or any w,here elfe^ have Liberty to do. 3. The 
Colonifts have promifed^ that^ whereas Liberty is granted 
them to regulate their Church- Affairs^ they do not de- 
fire nor intend^ under that Colour ^ to fubje5i themfehes 
to any other Head (by which Count Zinzendorf and 
his Plenipotentiaries were meant) but that they know 
of no Headbejides Jefus Chrift. 4; They are in Tem- 
poral Affair Sy civil or criminal^ without .any ReJiriSion^ 
fubjeil to the Government of Budingtn, in the fame 
Manner the other Subjects in that Country are. 5. No 
more Families than is abovementiorC d^ fhalV have Li- 
berty to fettle y unlefs fpecial Leave be obtained for that 
Purpofe, 

This being fettled, the Society built Houfes, call- 
ing their Settlement //<?rr;^>&^^^;. Count Zinzendorf 
having before, by Lot, difcover'd the Spot for it. 
A Number of People, brought over from other Re- 
ligions to Herrnhutifniy immediately filled the Place, 
though it had been given out at the obtaining of the 
Grant, that this Settlement was intended only for a 
Shelter to Bohemians and Moravians, opprejCTed in 
their Countries on Account of Religion. Thefe 
Things, however, were not ftriftly looked into at 
that Time 5 on the contrary, the Chiefs of the St&j 
fome Years after, found an Opportunity of extend- 
ing their Views, by means of a very fubftantial Man 
from Amfterdam, named Beuning, then among them, 
who profer'd to lend a confiderable Sum of Money, 
at 4 per Cent, to the Government oiBUdingen for the 
Space of Thirty Years, .upon mortgaging and deli- 
vering up to him fome Demefnes ; the Rents of 
which, during that time, were gradually to repay 
both Principal and Intereft. This Propofal, being 
approved and agreed upon by the Government, the 

Society 
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Society hindered the Execution of it till they had 
obtained a new Grant, which fuperfeded the former 
in fome Articles. 

To avoid too great Prolixity, I fliall only ob- 
ferve, that this new Grant fuppofes it as an incon- 
teftible Truth, that the Doftrines of the Herrnbuters 
are fuch as they appeared to be from the above 
Teftimonials ; wherefore Leave is given there to 
the Society, to aSl according to their Cujioms^ and 
that they Jhall only be obliged upon the appointing of a 
new Ordinary^ to prefent him to the Government. It is 
alfo granted them, that no body Jhall dwell among the 
Society^ that doth not belong to it-, that they jhall have 
Liberty to receive or turn out whomfoever they think 
proper^ but Jhall fend in a Lijiy once every three Months^ 
of the Inhabitants at Herrnhaag, excepting therefrom 
Strangers or Vijiters ; that they have Authority to in^ 
fli£l Punijhments and decide Law-Juits among them of a 
fmall Value^ determined in the Grants which however 
could be appealed or brought to the fuperior Court at 
Biidingen j that they may appoint a Jujliciary^ who 
never thelefs is firji of all to be prefent ed to^ and confirmed 
by the Regency of that County -, that they were to give 
a fmall annual "T ax for their ProteSion^ and fhouU be 
exempted from all Duties paid by the other SubjeSis in 
the f aid Dominions. 

, Count Zinzendorfy who, behind the Curtain, had 
diredted his Brethren throughout the whole Nego- 
tiation, was fo glad at the Advantages the Society 
had in this Manner obtained, that he could not help 
in a Letter (i) wrote by him to one of the Mem- 
bers of the Regency, (who, in the Name of the Go- 
vernment, had treated with them) to exprefs hisjoy^ 
and to declare^ that one of his Chief Defires had thereby 
been fulfilled. And yet the Reader will find after- 
wards, that he pretended, the whole Affair had been 
done without his Will and Knowledge., 

The

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The Government, foon after, found room td 
take Umbrage at the Herrnhuiers: For»thofe Ma- 
nufadures propofed by the Society for increafing 
.the Commerce of the Country, and which were the 
chief Motive of the Grant, were not introduced. 
The Colonifts, which fliould confift of Bohemians 
and Moravians^ were People df all Countries, that 
took upon them that Name, and enjoyed full Li- 
berty of Confcience in thofe Places from which 
they came. The Society changed their Ordinary at 
PIcafure without prefenting him, contrary to what 
had been ftipulated, in Order that Enquiry might 
be made, whether his Doftrine agreed with the 
Tcftimonials above-mentioned, and Mechanics and 
other illiterate People preached among them. They 
refufed to keep to the Liturgy of the reformed 
Church as they had promifed, and when they were 
called to an Account for it. Count Zinzendprf, 
threatned (2) that all the Colonifts Jhould remove'^ pre-, 
tendingy that this Demandy though agreeable to their 
cwn Stipulationy was an Infringment of their Liberty of 
Confcience \ by which it plainly appeared, that they 
intended to introduce a new Religion. As for po* 
litical Affairs, they changed according to Count 
Zinzendorfs Order, their Judiciary at Will, with- 
out applying for a Confirmation, fo that the Re- 
jgency never could have an Infight into their civil 
Affairs ; chiefly as they continually removed fomc 
of their People, and admitted others in their ftead. 
They publickly avowed, (3) that they knew nothing 
ef an Ecclefiaftical Difcipliney whereof fo much Talk 
was made in the IVorldy or among other ReligionSy but 
that their Difcipline regarded only civil Matters ; which 
in reality -was taking' the 'civil Power out of the 
Hands of the Government. When the leafl Mif- 
underllanding happened between two or more of 
their Brethren, they were fent away to different

foreign Parts-, none were allowed to go to the Citjr 
oiBudingetiy without the Confent of the Elders, and 
a Pcrfon was fent along with them, Vhom they 
<:ould reiy upon. 

Thus the real Conftitution of the Herrnhuters^ \vt 
Ecclefiaftical and Civil Matters, remained a Secret 
to the Government for a long Time, and though it 
had room, by what has juft been faid, to exert its 
Authority, yet it chofe ftill to ufe as much Mode- 
ration as an Affair of this Nature would admit of. 
This, undoubtedly, muft give to every unprejudiced 
Reader, a favourable Idea of the Condudt of that 
Government, eipecially as from Time to Time 
Things came to its Knowledge, which gradually 
laid open more and more the Views of its Chiefs. 
One named Walther^ oi Sundbauferty in 1743, claimed 
his Wife and Children, then among the Brethren 
at Herrnhaagy and when the Regency ordered an 
Enquiry to be made into this Matter, the Society^ 
to elude it, fent diredtly the Wife away to Holland. 
Mr, de Schuchman^ Major in the Army of the King 
of Poland^ who had a Daughter among the Herm- 
buterSy being acquainted, that forty People of th^t 
Society were to be married by Lot, and afterwards 
fent to Penjylvaniay applied in 1745, to the Regency 
to have his Daughter delivered up to him, but no 
Juftice could be done him, as the Chiefs hearing 
of it, dire<5lly difpatched her to a Place out of the 
Reach of the Government. The Brethren medlcd 
alfo with the Demefnes mortgs^ed to their Brother 
Beuningy and by him farmed out to others, though 
this was an Affair that had no ConnetJtion with 
their Settlemenj:. Several Aftions being brought 
in 1745 by Foreigners againft People that lived 
upon thefe Eftates, the Farmers, at the Inftigation 
of the Society, pretended to an Independency, nay, 
would exercife a Jurifdidion themfeivcs, ixififting, 
that thefe Foreigners Ihould bring their AElions be- 
fore them, or apply to Mr, Beuning^ who then lived 
zx. Amjierdam. ' This 
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This Independency, 'tis plain, could be of no 
'Advantage to the Mortgagee, who, as has been 
faid, lived at Amfterdam , yet it was an effentiai Ar- 
ticle of the Plan of Count Zinzendorf^ who endea- 
voured to efiahlijh an Empire within an Empire^ and 
to have his Society dependent on himfelf alone. 
Strong Oppofitions were made on the Part of the 
Farmers of the MoKgage againft the Government 
concerning this Independency, in which the Count 
adted the mod artful Charafter imaginable, offering 
his Mediation to the Government, and at the fame 
Time inveigling the other Party^ which entirely 
afted by his Direftions, as can be proved by his 
own Letters* 

Here the Author oiF the Book, of which we arc 
giving am Abftraft, fays, that at the fame Time the 
dbovementioned Loan had been made to the Go- 
vernment of Bildingen^ Mr. Beuning had alfo ad- 
vanced a like Sum to another Line of that Houfe, 
which finding itfelf by the Mortgage given him, 
' very much wronged, ofFer'd to pay the Loan, or to 
fee the Contraft alter'd. Tho' this Tranfaftion 
feems in fome Refpeft foreign to the Bufinefs re- 
lated above, yet, as Count Zinzendorf tndtdLYOXXvtd. 
to get from Mr. Beuning a Ceflion of this Loan, 
the Author thinks proper to take Notice of it in 
this Place, in Order to Ihew, on this Occafion, the 
Count's Infincerities and Views, fo little becoming 
his pretended Apoftlefhip.' A Letter is inferted ( i ), 
in which the Count pretends, that Mr. Beuning had 
borrowed of him the great eft Part of the Money he had 
advanced on the Mortgage, This, however, appears 
to be falfe, by a Letter (^) of the faid Beuning^ to 
the Pcrfon who had the Carfe of the mortgaged 
Eftates, where he fays, that he had always believedy 
be ought to be very cautious in mentioning Count Zin- 
zendorPs Name-^ wherefore he could not imagine^ why

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he was dcftred tojiy, he had borrowed l Sum of 
Money towards the Loan 5 l&al be had been dejired 
to make over ins Right to the Mortgage to the Mamma^ 
(who is the Countefs of j^inzendorf) but that he had 
- but little Inclination to do it. Another Letter (3) is ^ 
mentioned, wrote to the fame Perfon by one W^isj 
who calls himfelf Deacon-general of the Hermhutersj^ 
and who is the Coynt's Treafurer, where he fays, 
that he thought it fit^ Mr. Beuning jhould make this 
Ceffwn,, and that upon making a Profofal thereof to 
Beuning, when at Amfterdam, the Saviour had fo^ 
far legitimated it, that Mr. Beuning ga<ve his Confenty 
but that he afterwards had reiraiied it% and at length 
feemed again fomewhat inclined towards it.. In another* 
Letter alfo inferted here (4), wrote to the fame. 
Perfon hy yit. Beuning, he lays, that the Papa, (who 
is Count Zinzendorf) had wrote to him to make this 
Ceffion, whereupon he had done it. And yet, adds the 
Author, noiwithjlanding thefe plain Proofs of the Counfs^ 
having been the Primum mobile in thefe Affairs, not-, . 
^ withfianding his unfair Dealings with his Brother 
Beuning, and the felfifh Views he thereby difcovered^ 
he had the AfTurance in a Letter (5), wrote by him 
to the Sovereign of the County of. Bii^ngen, to aver, 
that he would not have meddled in this Affair, had he 
been left out of it-, and in another (6) that he was 
jujl the fame as the Saviour had been in this IVorld^ 
who came not to be miniftred unto, but to minijier. 

But to return to the Tranfadions of the Herrn-- 
huters with the Government of Biidingen: Thi§ 
Society,' far from removing the Umbrage already 
given, daily encroached on the Grant. Inftead of 
confining themfelves to their Limits of Herrnhaag^ 
they intruded into other Parifhes, chiefly in the City 
of Biidingen, exercifmg there miniflerial Afts of 
Baptizing, 6?r. and on their being reproved, infilled, 
• that they had a Call for it. Count Zinzendorf, on

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this Occafion', fo much betrayed his intendjed arbt* 
trary Sway, that he proteft^d flgainft the Inhibition 
made to his Followers^ and even ufed Menaces: 
The Mechanics at Herrnbaag^ who were of no CGm- 
pafff in the County oi Biidingen^ to the Prejudice of 
the other Inhabitants, worked all over the Country, 
^d ingrofled the Trade to themfelves, being able 
to underfell the latter^ oh Account of the very low 
Taxes they paid, and becaufe they had People of all 
Nations among them, who procured Goods from . 
the firft Hands* The Lifts, the Society gave in of 
their People, on the Faith of which alone the fmall 
Taxes they had to pay,* were to be levied, appeared 
fufpicious, i£c. Thefe Articles, joined to thofc. 
above related, chiefly that of the pretended Indepen-. 
dency, made the Government more and more fear, 
that the Settlement granted to this Sedt, inftead of 
becoming advantageous to the Country, as had 
been imagined, would rather prove dangerous, both 
to the other Inhabiunts and to the Government it- 
fclf. 

. Count Zinzendorfy with whom, in Reality, the 
CovcrnmtM of Budingen had no Bufmefs, (having 
only contrafted with the People at Herrnhaagy) 

girceiving the Uneafinefs of the Government, with^ 
egard to thefe Particulars, offer*d his Mediation-, 
tho' it was well known, that nothing had ever been ■ 
done by his Followers but by his Direftions. Se- 
veral Letters were exchanged between him and one 
of the Members of the Regency^ On perufing thofe 
of the Count's, we find a Flow of Expreffions of 
Difintereftednefs and Sincerity in every Part of 
them; He is ready to grant all that is defired, nay, 
to facrifice large Sums, but he muft firft sonfiderin 
whai Part of his (Economy he may mifs them leaft. 
Whenever he makes Conceffions, they regard only 
fuch Things as no body cares for; and fuch as arer 
required of him, he knows moft artfully to evade, 
by laying the Blame, either oa the Society or the 

Un- 
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Untraa^blcncfs of the Mortgagee. What is moft 
remarkable in thefe Letters, is, that he verifies there 
a feemingly contradidory, but true Pofition^ viz. 
that feldom an immoderate Ambition' is to be met 
with, which has not fome Mixture of MeanneSfs. 
For he aflerts there Fafts of his own, whereunto he 
had averr'd the contrary before ; and both by Let- 
ters wrote by himfelf. Sometimes he fays, the So- 
ciety has fettled in the County of BUdingen^ accord- 
ing to his Will, and that one of his chief Defircs 
had thereby' been fulfilled; fometimes 'tis juft the 
contrary, and he has protefted againft it. Some- 
times this Society is a jMhravian Church, fometimes 
'tis a Reformedy fometimes 'tis a Lutheran Church, 
and fometimes they are Mennonifis. And all thefe 
Things, how inconfiftent foever they feem to be, 
may be proved by his own Writings. But to re- 
turn; this epiftolary Negotiation having been car- 
ried on for awhile without Succei^, Count Zinzen- 
dorf thought proper to apply to the Sovereign him- 
felf, by a Letter (i), wherein he makes great Shew 
of the Uprightnefs of his Heart, and a Defire of 
feeing thefe Differences accommodated. The Let- 
ter, which is very long, is not fufficiently interefting 
to make an Abftrad of it here neceffary; but I 
cannot avoid taking Notice, that he makes ufe there 
of a very peculiar Argument, to induce that Sove- 
reign to think favourably of the fmall Taxes the 
Herrnbuters paid in Comparifon of thofe paid by 
the other Inhabitants in the County of Biidingeni 
telling him, that be was him/elf Owner of two Eng- 
lilh LordJhipSy (Baronies) for the one of which he gave 
Annually no more than a white Rofsy becaufe all the 
ether Duties had been comf>rehended in the Pur chafe- 
Money he had given for that Lordjbip'^ and as to the 
ether y he paid a yearly Duty from three to four Hundred 
Florins^ though it conjified often Thoufand great Tard^

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lands (2). Whether this is Fa£t, I leave to the 
Enquiry of the Reader j but if it is true, it feems 
ftrange, that the Count fhould make Acquifitions 
in- the Name of the Unitas Fratrum^ and claim them 
as his own Property; and that his Followers fhould 
furnifh him with Means for aggrandifing himfelf in 
this World, as a Recompencc for his teaching them 
the Way to Heaven. 

The Sovereign of Budingen^ being naturally in- 
clined to great Lenity, hereupon thought proper to 
appoint a Commiflary to treat perfonally with the 
Count, in what manner the Differences , ttat had 
arifen, might be adjufted. This Commiflary in- 
fifted, that no Independency could be allowed to the 
Pofleflbr of the mortgaged Demefnes ; that the Suf- 
picion muft be removed, which the Society gave by 
their Endeavours to get Footing all over the County, 
and managed their Affairs at Herrnhaag in fuch a 
' manner as if they were independent, not allowing 
the Regency to come at the Bottom of their Tranf- 
actions; for which Reafon, he offer*d that the So- 
vereign Ihovfld appoint a Perfon he could confide 
in, to refide, on his Part, at Herrnhaag^ who at the 
fame Tim^ was to atteft the Truth of the Lifts the 
Society gave in of the Inhabitants at that Place, 
But, ' as to the firft Article, the Count laid all the 
Blame on the Mortgagee, though it was l^nown that 
he entirely direfted him ; and as for the 6ther Pro- 
pofals, he confined himfelf to Protcftations, that fkc 
entirely afted for the Intereft of the Government: 
thus nothing was concluded in the feveral Meetings 
held for the adjufting of thefe Differences. 

Thefe fruitlefs Negotiations, however, were fo 
far favourable to the Members of the Regency, that 
they had Time gradually to inform themfelves of 
the Conftitution of the Ucrrnbutcrs. Count Zmzen" 

dorf^ 

(2) 'Tis cxprefs'd in Gennm by the Word Bufey which con- 
tains thirty Acres ; wherefore thefe ten Thoufand Yardlands 
muft comprehend an Extent of three Hundred Thoufand Acrc^i' 
and undoubtedly the other Lordlhip coihprehends as much. 
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'iorf^ in the mean-while, was about fetting up a 
Printing-office at Herrnbaag^ offering a certain 
yearly Sum for the Licence; which the Regency 
oppofed, as having yet no clear Idea of the Doc- 
trine of the Herrnhuters^ which they heard was de- 
tefted by all Proteftants, and therefore would not 
be acceffary to the promulging of them, by grant- 
ing him this Licence. When the Count had No- 
tice of this Refufal, he, in a haughty ^Strain, an- 
fwered: that he had not defired Leave to fet up a 
Printing-Office \ that it was beneath him to ajkjuch 
Leave^ becaufe all that belonged to his ProfeJJion^ was 
as much priviledged as him/elf, wherever he was. This _ 
Printing-office was neverthelefs, as it afterwards 
appeared, fet up by his own Authority. 

Shortly after, new Propofals were made by him,^ 
the Motive to which (according to hi^ always- 
boafled-of Difintereftednefs) he pretended to be, 
that the Government, by complying therewith, 
might be free from the Engagement with the Mort- 
gagee. His Requeft was, that a Farm, named 
Leuftadt^ one of the Demefnes mortgaged to Mr. 
JBeuningj fhould be given up- to the Count. This 
being refufed him, after repeated Solicitations in 
Writing, which can be produced, will it be believed, 
that in a Letter direfted to one of the Members of 
the Regency (i), which can alfo be produced, he 
in exprefs Terms declares, that he never had had 
an Intent to get the Farms, concluding with thefc 
folemn Words : / declare before the Saviour^ that I 
nfver intended ity nor do I know for what Purpofe I 
jhould defire it. What Judgment, fays the Author 
of this Treatife, can we make after this, of the Re- 
ligion of a Perfon, and a 'Reformer too, that thus 
trifles with his Saviour.^ 

The Regency, being by this Time fully apprifed, 
-that the Herrnhuters intended, to put Count Zinzen^ 
dorf in the Poifeflion <J0the mortgaged Demefnes, 

and

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4m4 that the true Creditor had already made ovef 
his Right to him v but that the Count dclay'd mak-^ 
ing uft of the Ceflion, on account of fome other 
Regulations' he before was willing to make: Orders 
were given by the Goveynm^nt, to oblige the Per- 
fon, who in the Name of Mr. Beuning poflefs'd the 
mortgaged Eftates, and thofe that dwelt there, to 
do Homage, as other Subjeds in the County had 
done, and to enjoin them, to receive no Orders 
from the Count, or any of the Chiefs at Herrni^aag. 
This was immediately executed, and thereby a Stop 
put to the pretended Independency of the Pofleflbr 
of thefe £il;^tes; Affurance howeVfer was, at the 
fame Time, given to him, and to his Principal at 
jimflerdam^ as well as to Count Zinzend^rfj that the 
Mortgagee ftiould in no Manner be difturbed in 
receiving liie Rents of thofe Eftates which were 
mortgaged to him. 

'Tis remarkable, that Mr. Beuning^ tte only Per* 
fon the Government had to do with concerning the 
Mortgage, immediately declared by a Letter, in 
Anfwer to the Notice given him of the Meafures 
taken, and above related, 3^hat he was entirely content 
therewith. This Declaration, undoubtedly, pro- 
ceeded from his being then at Amjterdamj, and hav- 
ing no Of^rtunity to confer with the Count, or 
the Elders of the Herrnhuters, Thefe were quite, 
otherwife difpofed; the Count was bold enough to 
Ihew his Refentment; as the Plan he had formed 
for making himfelf with his Society independent, 
was by thefe Meafures fruftrated. In the Interim, 
that Beuning's Anfwer, (which, *tis to be fuppofed, 
he thought would fquare with his Views j, was ex- 
pedted, he ufed Menaces, in an indirect Manner : 
And in Order to make, the Government fenfible, 
that it would have to do with no infignificant 
People, got a Writing delivered in to the Regency 
in the Name of the Depialies of the whole Society 
of the Unitas Fratrum^ fubfcribed by one, who calls 

him- 
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lAm(t\( ,J/eJfor of the College vf Senior Sy ("which is the 
Privy Council of the Count) by anodier, who ligns 
in the Name of the Refermed Trope \ a third fub- 
fcribes himfclf there in the Name of the Latberan 
Trcpy and a fourth defighing himfelf by his Sub- 
fcription to be Deacon-General of the Brotherhood. 
That formidable Bocfy in this Writing declared, that 
they were Guardians of Mr. Beuningj and on that 
AccountjN thought proper to proteft againft the 
Steps taken by the Government with Regard to the 
pretended Independency.-^ — On this Occafion, the 
Author makes fome Obfervations, to put the Reader 
in Mind, that none of the Followers of Herrnbufifm 
is Matter of his own, let him be of what Age he 
will; but that the Chiefs, under the Name of 
Guardians^ have the Difpofal of it, iand that it is 
dangerous to have Dealings with zn Herrnhuter^ as 
the whole Body direftly meddles in it, and none of 
their Members can aft, but by the Direftion of the 
Chiefs. He alfo quotfes here fome Inflances of the 
Dilhonefty of thefe Guardians, partly with refped: 
to their pretended Pupils, and partly to thofe that 
are not of their Seft. I Ihall only mention one of 
this lafl Sort; which is, that the above Deacon- 
General having learn'd, that the Goveriiment was 
fenfibie, the Mortgagee, inftead of the 4 per Cent 
allowed him, made more than 6 or 7, by theUfe 
of the Eflates, and fearing that this in time might 
be looked into, defires of the Perfon that had the 
Care of them, to keep the Accounts in fuch a 
Manner, as to prevent its being found out, as ap- 
pears by his Letter to the {zmt;^i June 17, 17^6^ 
and when this Man, who feems to have been more; 
honett than the Chiefs, and unwilling to falfify the 
Books, made Scruple of doing it, he, in another 
Letter to him, dated July 19, 1746, tells hi'm, that; 
what he. had wrote to bim on that Account^ was done 
hy Order. 

The 
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The Count finding a Part of his Plan thwarted 
by the too precipitate Anfwer of Mr. Beuning^ as 
has been related above, became again courteous, 
and congratulated the Government by a Letter, on 
Mr. Beuningh acquiefcing with the Steps taken by 
,it; he alfo gave to underftand, that his Stay in the 
County of Biidingen would not be long, and that he 
would remove the Printing-OfEce. The Regency, 
which to this Time had employed itfelf in Inquiries 
about the Condu<5t of the HermbuterSy now began 
to confider, that it was high Time to fet Bounds to 
the Encroachments of thiis Society at Herrnbaagj 
and to inquire more narrowly into its Syftem, both 
as to Spirituals and Temporals. For this Purpofe 
they made the following Report to their Sovereign ; 

* That many Circumftances, which had come to 

* the Knowledge of that Board, and which had the 

* Appearance of Probability, required, that a Com- 

* miffion Ihould be iflued, to inquire into the Af- 

* fairs of this Society; but that there were many 

* Confiderations which put Obftacles almoft infu- 

* perable in the Way. In the firft Place, Men 

* fufficiently capable of executing fuch a Commif- 

* fion, both among the Clergy and Laity, were not 

* eafy to be found in this Country, and if there 

* were fome that could undertake it, their ordinary 

* Occupations would hinder them from executing 

* it in the Manner it ought to be. Secondly, The 

* Herrnhuters would reprefent thefe Commiffaries as 

* partial, wherefore, in Cafe a Commiflion Ihould 

* take Place, one or more Perfons, that had no 

* Connexion with the County of Biidingen, muft be 
^* required to affift at it. Thirdly, The Iffue of 

* fuch a Commiflion would be very uncertain, and 
■ * there could be no Hope of coming at the Bottom 

* of their Affairs : For, according to the Intelli- 

* gence they had of thefe People, there was no 

* uniform Coi>ftitution, or Rule of Adling among 
I them for one Week together, wherefore it was 

* doubt-

* doubtful, whether fuch Things ^s were fduhd' 

* among them to Dav, would continue fo for any' 

* Time. They had fent away many of their Peo-/ 
' pfc^ and were daily fending nnorej they would' 

. ' certainly fend out of the Way fuch as it would be 
*-inoft neceifary to examine; wherefore thefe Mat- 

* ters, concerning which an Inquiry was to be' 

* made, would remain doubtful. The Chiefs, and' 

* thofe People of Diftindion that were among them,' 

* perhaps would challenge or except againft the' 
^ * Commiflaries on Account of their Rank, and re-^ 

* fufe to anfwer; or if they did, it would be in fuch' 

* doubtful Terms, according to their known Cuf- 

* tom of giving all Kinds of Appearances to their 

* Affairs, that the moft conyerfant in intricate Mat-' 

* ters would be confounded ; and this would happen' 
' fo much the more to thofe, who had their ordi-* 

* nary Occupations to attend and could not fpend' 

* much Time to inquire into fuch Matters. And 

* if the principal Points of their Plan Ihould yet 

* remain undifcover'd, this would make the Matter 

* worfeftill, in that the Herrnbuters would continu-^ 
' ally boaft of it, and from this Commiilion indi-^ 

* reftly reap the Advantage of eftablilhing them- 

* felves more firmly, and increafing:the Number of* 
' ' their Seft. They might, indeed, be told, that 

* CommifTaries were to be appointed, which alfo 

* could be done, but then only to inquire into, and" 

* not to determine Matters relating to the Society;- 

* and by intimating this to them, one might difco-' 

* ver what they had to fay to it. But there was z' 
' Method more fafe to come at the Bottom of their 

* Conftitution, though it would require a longer 

* Time. Every Government was intitled to have 

* an Infight into,.and to examine the Views and 

* true Intention of all Societies ellablilh'd in its 

* Dominions, to inquire into the Means every one 

* makes Ufe of, to try whether the fame aie agrce- 

* able to the State in general, be it concerning Re- 

. L, ^ ligiou* 
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' ligious or Political Matters, and accordingly to 
« determine, whether, and how far, fuch a Society 
*-was CO be tol^ated. This was likewife the Duty 
V of everv Government, as the Welfare of a Coun- 

* try with which it was intrufted, depended thereon,' 

* It had a Right to ufe fuch Means as were con- 

* ducive to that End. When therefore a new So- 

* ciety fprings up, which has a confiderabie Num- 
*.ber of Member*, who ufe all Means to become 

* powerful and formidable, a Government muft be 

* looked upon as not undcrftanding its Intereft, in 
*Xafe it doth not fo far examine into the Founda- 

* tibti of fuch a Society, its Views, the Means it 

* makes Ufc of, and its Tranfadions, little or 

* great, that it may rely on its Members, and ac- 
*; cordingly take its Meafures in the Governing of ■ 
«ii. State. This was the liiore neccflary to be ob- 
^ ferved with Regard to the Society of the Herrn-^ 

* buters^ as it was known from Hiftoryj how often 

* Societies had introduced themfelves under the 

* facred ahd refpeiSable Name of Religion, which 

* afterwands had moftly contributed to the Ruin of 

* a State, or at leaft caufed infinite Troubles and 
' Difturbahces; whereof the Conftitution of the 

* Herrnhuters at Hermhaag had already produced 

* feveral Inftances. The following Method for an 
' Inquiry appeared the moft eligible. An honeft, 

* confcientious and learned Man, that has no 
', Connexion with the Herrnhuters^ nor is of their 

* Church, ought to be placed at Hermhaag. The 
*: Society is to be enjoined under a certain Penalty, 

* to have no .Meetings^ about either Ecclefialtical 

* or Temporal Matters, either by Day or Night, 

* without his Prefence. That, the Herrnhuters may 

* ■ have no Occalion to compkin of an Infringement 

* of Liberty of Confcience, he ought to have no 

* Vote in their ' Society in Ecclefiaftical Matters^ 

* but he is to be inftru6ted, to fet down his Obfer- 

* vations concerning their Dodbrines, Liturgy^ in- 

* terior 
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•* tenor and exterior Conftitution iit Church- Affair^ 
' and to fend in thefe Obfervations once every 

* Week 5 he alfo ought to enjoin the Herrrdmters not 
' to mix Temporal Matters with their Cure of Souk 

* under any Pretence whatfoever, nor thereby make 

* it a Plea to exempt themfelves from Subjedcion 

* to the Government in fuch Eccleliaftical Affair?, 

* as do not concern Confcience . and Theological 
^ Dodlrines, In Political Matters he ought to h^ye 

* a Vote, or at leaft fo much Authority as that he 

* may record whatever is tririfa&ed, and no Tranf- 

* aftion in Civil Affairs, made in his Abfence and 

* not recorded by him, ought to be of any Validity. 

* Without his Prefence and Confent, and without 

* having previoufly made a fufficient Inquiry, i\o 

* Perfon once received, ought to be /ent from 

* Herrnhaag^ and none to be received, unlefs quali- 

* fied according to the Conftitution of the Country. 

* None are to be married till both Parties have 

* been firft heard, and the Queftions propbfed to 
^ them witii their Anfwers, are likewiie recorded. 
^ No body is to be permitted to remain at Herrn- 

* baag above fix Weeks, unlefs he fettles there as 

* anTnhabitant, or enters into fonie Service j mean 

* while he is bound in the f^mc Subjedion with 

* the reft of the Inhabitants of that Place (i). 
^ Thofe that arc Houfekeepers titHerrnhaagj are tp 
^ be appointed. Guardians to Orphans, of whofe 

* Subftance Inventories are to be i:aken, and what 
•^ belongs to them is faithfully to be prefervqd, anji 
** not to be delivered into the Hands of the Society 

* or their Direftors, who never continue long in 
^ one Place. All Contrafts, Wills and Donationst, 
'^ are either to be made in the fame Manner as ^as 

* been ufed hitherto^ or at leaft, after previpus la- 

h Z ' quiry, 

(i) The Count pretended, that every one that had not been a 
Twelve-Month at Hermbaagf would be look'd upon as a FomUr 
Jis, and not be fubje6i to &e Laws of the Country; and as hf 
continually changed his People, diere were in Reality fjw In- 
tiabitants that could be called S^bjefts, 
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* quiry, to be confirmed. A Regifter of all the 

* Inhabitants, of Births and Burials, is every Year 

* to be fent in; and no body is to be allowed, of 
^ what Condition foeyer, to make any Regulation 

* at Herrnhaag^ unlefs it be firft approved by the 

* Sovereign. The Perfon diat is to refide at Herrtp- 
^ baag on the Part of the Government, is to order 

* the Taxes to be leyied, that are to be paid. Thus 

* a thorough Information will be got of ^e Con-> 

* ftitution of the Hermbuters in Spiritual and Tern- 

* poral Matters, ^c. 

The Sovereign agreed to every Point of this 
Opinion, offering to pay a Sallary to the Perfon 
th?,t was to refide at Herrnia^g^ and ordered thefe 
feveral Articles to be reduced into an Ordinance. 
3But before this could be done. Count Zinzendorf 
renewed his Correfpondence, wherein he contefted 
the chief Point, which was the appointing of a Juf- 
ticiary at Hermhaag. As the Society, contrary to 
the Grant given them, never prefented the Perfon 
that was to execute that Ofiice, the Government 
^had fome Time before intimated to him, that there 
would be a Perfon appointed for that Purpofe on 
its Part, in order to be aflTured, that Juflice was 
duly adminifl:red. The Count now ofiered himfelf 
to be charged with this Employment, and to 
enforce this the more, alledged, that the Earl of 
.Granville, Lord Baltimore, and Mr. Penn, were Pro- 
prietors in fome Parts of America, and at the fame 
.Time the King of Great Britain^s Governors there. 
,He added, that a Member of the Regency of BO- 
dingen might come to Herrnhaag, 6ncc every Fort- 
night or Month, to revife fuch Matters, in which, 
fays he, we cannot conduct ourf elves without Dire£lion% 
which was as much as to fay, fuch Matters as I 
(hall think proper to let him know. Here the Au- 
thor obferves, that it is the Cufl:om of the Count, 
to refer himfelf always to foreign Places and Cuf- 
toms, the Nature of which, he is very well aflRjred, 

thefe 
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thefc Perforis he treats with, have no IhformatiGii 
of; that he endeavours to fcrcen himfelf thereby 
from a thorough Examination of the Bufinefs he 
propofes, and that he is extremely fond of cafting 
a Mift before JPeoples Eyes, by producing Writings 
and Afts and Teftimonials from foreign Places, 
though it' afterwards appears, that fuch as gave 
him thefe Vouchers were impofcd upon . by him 
in the fame Manner, as he impofes upon them to 
whom he Ihews thefe Writings, 

Another Point was debated at this Time, which 
concerned the Prefentation of the Ordinary at Herrn- 
haagi and which the Count eluded by appointing 
Vice-Ordinaries, who wer^ changed from Time tb 
Time. Upon the whole, the Count could no longer 
deny, that he, and the5ociety, had in many Re- 
fpeds adted againft the Grant, However, he had 
a Plea at Hand, which was to juftify his Conduit 
at once. '2lrj a perfonal Fault of mncj fays he in a 
Letter to the Sovereign oi Biidingen^ and tt proceeds^ 
(as Uis known to the Omnifcient!) from tny being ufedy 
for feveral Tears ^ to think no otherwife^ than if I was 
a Servant of your s^ in your Pay^ and under an Obliga^ 
tion of an Oath to you^ and never imagined that there 
could T?e a different Intereft between us. Upon confi- 
dering the Count's difmgenuous and felfifh Deal- 
ings, already detefted, and which will ftill more 
apppar hereafter, is it poflible to believe, fays our 
Author, that he could on writing this, be free from 
the moft fevere Reproaches of Confcience ? 

New Overtures, fhortly after this, were made by 
the Count, in which he acknowledged, that the 
Conftitution of the Hermhuters had the Appearance 
of being a Stat^ within a State^ and defired, that 
Ibme Statutes, which he had drawn up, might be 
confirmed. But he wa^ told, that before the Go- 
vernment could enter into the Particulars -of his 
Defign, it was needful, that fome Perfon of .Credit 
and Impartiality from a neighbouring Sute, flk)uld 

be 
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fee required to examine firfl into the interior Con- 
fiitution of the Hermhuters at Herrnbaag. This, 
Count Zinzendorf Yfixk all his Might oppofed, as 
^p{)ears by his Letters inferted here; where he alio 
much enlarges on Liberty of Confcience, but avoids 
ftiting precifely the Limits of it, faying, the moft 
trivial Matters are fometimes with us Cafus ftantis & 
cadentis Ecclefias; we cannot always demonftrate^ why 
we have brought them i^^ ^be general Computunn of 
liberty of Confcience. LafVty, he offers himfelf here 
to be appointed, in Conjunftion with one of the 
Members of the Regency, to make fuch an Exa- 
mination or Enquiry i at the fame Time, threatning 
the Government, that his People (hould remove, 
whereby it would be a great Lofer. 

Though the Government did not mind his 
Threatning, being relblved to put up with a fmall 
Xx)fs, rather than l>e expofed to greater Inconveni- 
ences in Time to come ; yet it was thought proper 
to examine the projefted Statutes of the Count; 
and thefe being found fuch, as would confirm the 
Conftitution of the Herrnhuters, ftiould thefe Artir 
des pafs into an A&: The Sovereign now renewed 
his Orders, for reducing into an Ordinance the 
Opinion of the Regency above related, and that one 
ot their Body fhould be deputed to ftiew the fame 
to the Count, and to hear what he had to objed^ 
^gainft it- In Confequence of this, the Time being 
appointed for a Conference, the Deputy acquainted 
the Count with his Commiffion ; who finding, that 
the Government was firmly refolved to come at the 
Bottom of the Affairs of the Society, and that the 
Statutes projeded by him, were not allowed, an- 
fwcred with great Warmth, ' that he never could 

• confcnt to what had been refolved, — Aat it was 

• Perfecudon, — ^that the People Ihould all remove, 

• — 'that the Refolution taken by the Government 
' was a Sign cadentis eccUfne.^ To which the De- 
puty with muph Calmncfs teplied : \ that Truth was 

* never 
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never aifraid of an Inqiairjr, and thw he therdfort 
was at a Lofs what to think of the whole; if the 
Count made fiich Refiftancc, the Government 
would be obliged to publifti thefe Articles in 
Form of an Edid, whereby all the World woyld 
be convinced, that.it demanded nothing but what 
was juft; that his Sovereign had no Bufinefs with 
the Count and his Office of Syndic of the Society, 
but with the People fettled in his Dominions,, 
who were his Subjeft^; that there was not the 
lead Thought entertained of infringing their Li- 
berty of Confci^nce, &cJ The Count hereupon, 
not without great Emotion, anfwered: * that he 
(the Deputy) was the Occafion of the Refolution 
that had been taken; the Saviour would punilh 
him for it, and all that had a Hand in it, would 
never have any Reft/ With many" other Ex- 
preflions that betrayed a vindhftive Spirit, which 
the Deputy, without Interruption; lufFcred him tOf 
vent; and upon the Count's Silence, ahfwered: 
*: that he was not ufed to hear fuch Sallies of Paf- 

* fion,— -he knew that he muft give an Account of 

* his Aftibns to the Almighty, but that. he had' 

* more Faith in him, than he had Reafon to believe 

* the Count had; that he abhorred Hypocrify and 

* ^ded upon Convidion; that God looked into 

* the moft hidden Things, and judged according 

* to Truth, and not by outward Appearance: That 

* he now had a true Idea of the Count, and muft 

* needs acknowledge all that had been wrote againft 
^ him to be true, which hitherto he had much 

* doubted.' The Conference thus becoming too 
ferious, the Deputy thought proper to withdraw, 
which, when the Count perceived, he changed his 
Tone, and began to fpeak in fo different a Stile 
from what he had done before, that the Deputy 
grew quite aftoniihed at his fudden Transformation. 
The Count with, great Prolixity now endeavoured 
€0 inftil into his Mind a favourable Opinion of the 
' • Society, 
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Society,' telling him, that there was a great XJnanl' 
mity among the Brethren, and excellent good Or- 
der obicrved. by: them, inferring thence, that there 
was no Neceflhy of '^pointing any Perfon'to rcfide 
at Herrnbaug on the Part of Ae Government; that 
fqch a, ]?erlon would :be dangerous to the Society, 
^^ octafion all its Members /to withdraw, and thus 
in a Ihort Time the Place would become iinanha- 
bitcd» to t^e no fmalt Lofs of the Governiiiem. At 
ki^th Cqu^t Zi/mmdfoi/ propofisd, 4hac in ciKfe it 
abtol^tely was infifted .upon that a- Perfon- fliould 
be appointed, He might tefide in the next Vill^e, 
which, being denied him, the Conference ended to 
the Sati?fadtion of neither Party.— Here the Author 
mentions, th^t the Count, looking upon thatDe*- 
puty, as a Man of great Infiuence with the GoTern- 
ment, had endeavoured at feveral Times to bribe 
him, whereof, he relates the Particulars. When this 
failed, he had offered him a lucrative Employment 
from the. Soci^, according to « which he fhould 
^ve th^m his Advice when Occalion required, but 
at the; iiame Time renwin in the Servkc of the Go- 
vernment;, and this being again reje&ed, had fought 
to engage him in the Service of a Relation of his.- 
Tjiefe, fays the. Author, are. Arttfioes, which in- 
fpoip Kefpe^t jj^nightbepverloe^ked in a Negotiator, 
fcut are unworthy of a Perfon, that fets up for a 
Reformer, , and who ought to convince -only by 
^tre^^gtl^ of Argumentand not by Coirupticm* 
J To give the Reader. an Idea of the Statutes, 
which Count Zinzendorf ^opofcd l» the Govern- 
ment» and which to. the. Number of Twenty^fix are 
at length .inferted h^^» wp ihall, fiw: Brevity fake, 
pnly mention the Heads of the mofl material, aod 
the Subftance of the Remarks made on eypry one 
of' themi The firft regards Liberty of Conlicience 
and the Church-Difcipline of the HermbuHrs^ which, 
they.defire to have confirmed anew. -As to Liberty 
of Confcicnce, (obferves the Author) 'tis a Point 

inno'^ 
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innocent In itfelf and cannot be denied; Belief and 
Confcience being not fubjeft to the Civil Power. 
But then. Count Zinzendotf will not determine^ 
what he would have underftood by it. As nothing 
is more eafy than to make any Thing a Cafe of 
Confcience; the Government had experienced al- 
ready too often, that the Count comprehended po- 
litical Matters under that Denomination, and that, 
according to him, trifling Matters art oftentimes 
Cafus ftantis & cadentis Ecclcliae, that be therefore 
cannot always demonftrate^ why be bas brought fucb 
Matters in the general Computum of Uierty ofCon^ 
fcience^ and not rather fpecified them\ that is to fay, 
he cannot, or rather will not demonftrate, why fuch 
and fuch a Cafe is a Cafe of Confcience; he will 
not fpecify, or in more plain Words, he will not 
admit that this Article Ihall be examined. Thus, 
whenever he ihould think himfelf ftrong enough, 
he need but tell his unadvifed Flock, that to fuflfer 
fuch and fuch Things from the Government is a 
Cafe of Confcience, againft their Liberty of Con* 
fcience; that, by Rights they ought not to give 
Taxes to the Government, as he affirms in his fli- 
mlies on the Wound-Litany (i); and the imprudent 
People will foon fliake off their Obedience, dethrone 
Princes and gain that by Force, which he now en- 
deavours to get by Craft. This Judgment is not 
too feverc (continues the Author,) if we confider, 
what the Count fays in plain Words, in a Letter to 
one of the Members of the R^ency, dated February 
17, I747> by mentioning the Difference the Society 
had with the King of Denmarky about their Setdc- 
ment in his Dominions, (which they had alio ob- 

M tained 

(i) This Book the Count has dedicated to his Lad/; he fays 
there page 130. j?r. (ekr Heiland) &C. Trofrflated, He (the 
Saviour) was furprifingly fimple, he had not one Thought more 
than was needful for him, he judged rery wifely of every 
Thing, he knew> immediately to accommodate himfelf to Cir- 
cumllances; for InftanCe, he faid, we fhould by Right pay no 
Tribute, but they demand it, they will have it^ give it diem. 

In this Differmcei 
w^\ft>ally at iafty he obliged to anfwer Argumcntis 
Regum* This Aews his WUiingnefe sind Difpofi* 
tion to adt whenever he fliall have fufficient Power. 
*— As for the Church-Difcipline, 'tis obfcrved here, 
that the Government thought it moft improper, 
without a further Explanation and Enquiry, to 
confirm the Demand; as it was known, that the 
Count, by Artifices fcarce credible, kept his People 
in a blind Obedience and Fear, and pnly left the 
(Grovemment the Shadow of a Civil Power; that he 
pretended an unlimited Liberty of Coafciencc, wA 
exercifed a moft arbitrary Power over the Coja- 
fcience of his Followers, more than ever the Churdi 
of Rome had aflumed. None of them when fick 
were at Liberty to fend for thofe they had Confi-v 
dence in ; married Peo(ple, thougji they had lived 
feveral Years in Wedlock, and had Children grown 
up, were not looked upon as lawfully married^ 
unlefe they performed the conjugal Duties in ^t 
Prefence of the Elders, which could ^be proved by 
Affidavits* made in the Courts of Jufticc*, &?r. 

The fecond Statute related here, implies, that an 
Hufband or Father ihall not be intitled to claim 
his Wife ,or Children from the Herrnhiaers. The 
Author Ihews here the dangerous Confequenc€3 of 
.fuch a Statute, which, fhould it pafs, xhtfJerrnbutfrs 
would have it in their Power to difannul Marriages, 
and break the Tics -between Parent giid Children 
.whenever they pleafe, and to do 4jhat under Colour 
of Authority, what they had already done of their 
Own Accord. He further fays, that 'tis not the 
Care for their Souls, as they pretend, that makes 
them deifire fuch a Statute, but worldly Views. 
The Subftance of fuch Wives and Children, and 
what they inherit, comes into the Hands of the 
Chiefs, who never continue long in one Place, and 
the poor Owners- are ferit into all Parts of the 
World, accordiitg to their Guftcmi. Thus they lofc 
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their Property: And as for fuch Children as are 
poor, the Society has this Advantage over them, 
that having brought them up in their Errors from 
their Infancy, there is no Likelihood they will ever 
quit thexn. 

From the fourth, fifth, and fixth Articles of thefe 
Statutes, whereby the Hermbtaers pretend to be of 
the Mgfburg.£Mfeffi(m^ the Author obferves, that 
the Count's ^iew by this Pretence was, in all Ap- 
pearance, no-dlher, than to have a frefh Document 
in his Hands, in Cafe he had obtained the Con« 
firmation of thefe Statutes, to fhew to the World, 
that his Sed were Lutherans. This is the fly Courfe 
he ileers, in order to conceal his DoArines, and hi$ 
Rejptdlica cUricaliSy which are fo repugnant to that 
Confefiion. But thefe Endeavours proved fruitleft, 
as the Government already knew, that he made ufe 
of Denominations juft as his Convenience required. 
Befides, People of all Religions were pomiicuoyfly 
admitted into the Society, and fuffer'd to remain in 
the Opinions they had brought along with then:^ 
provided they conformed to the Count's Plan, by 
obeying his Orders,, oa: thofe of the other Chiefe he 
had made Partakers of his Authority. Thefe veiy 
People, who would pafs here for Lutherans, after- 
wards ahtbloitely denied themfelves to be fuch^ and 
. it has been already obferved from the Count^s own 
Letters, that he fometimes called them JRefBrmedy 
^md at others Memnsnifts^ Difftiemfrom iMtlmamfm^ 
&c. which ihew&> that the iupren^ BiOiop or P^^ 
under whofe DiroStion, and by whofe InfliRj|K;« all 
Schemes are carried on, ,oan benid^ like a Reed hf 
every Turn of Wind, as often as he pleafets; ana 
diat his Plan is no other than a^ Worldly one^ to 
which Jlelig^n itfelf only fervcs » a Qoke 0r 
Pretence*^ •

pofe, that the Society fhould have Liberty to turn 
out whofoever did mh i3ehaye a^cordii^ to their 
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Conftituuon. This the Government could not ablb^ 
lutcly comply with, . as their Conftitution was ftill 
a Myftcry. Otherwife they would have been in- 
vefted, ipfo faiioy with a Power of ading in an ar- 
bitrary Manner, turning out Hufbands and keepmg 
their Wives and. Children, provided the laft a<aed 
according to the Plan of the Hermbuters. 

In the Ninth Article it was propofed, that the 
Gpverjrunent fhould be at Liberty to appoint a 
Peribn to be prcfcitt at the Adminiftration of Juf- 
ticej but it was faid at the. fame .Time, that this 
Perfon muft fee a Member of the Society of the 
Hermkuiers. A pretty Kind of Expedient, which, 
had it bren accepted^ would have enabled them to 
keep their Plan iacrec for ever. . fiefides which^ 
the Article itfetf was couch'd in fuch a Manner as 
made it appear, that Count Zinzendorf vionld, have 
eafily made himfclf Proprietor of Hermbaagy had 
this Requeft been graoted. 

The Tenth Article Ihews fomething of the oeco- 
nomical Conftitution of th^ Herrnbuters, Accord- 
ing to the Count's Letter to one of the Members 
of the Regency, inferted here, they have a Com- 
pany, independeni on tht Society^ called the General 
Deaconftdpy which has the Difpofal of more than 
two Millions of Money for the Benefit of all their 
Colonies in Europe and Anerica. There are alfo 
Special Deacon/hips depending on the General Deacon^ 
^ip, which dire(5t the Intcrcft of. every Colony in 
particularv According to this Statute, none, arc 
bound to givfi an Aocouat of thek.Tranfadions to 
the Qpv^rncient.' Thus,, %srthe Author, it has 
no Righjt to aik thwit Papa,qmdfads. . Now, were 
this Deqiand grairted^ they mutlfc of Couife become 
in^epi^ndem^ wd tIfc;,<jk)MernnBent lyotildfaave con- 
fented to thie ^v^m^a^Ssaiie witlm.n^idte. More- 
over:, .M^^th^/iaU their Gemmt Duaioi^ldp^ may 
be looked ppwaa, a Sovereign ^and Independent 
Body in every particular Colony oithtMemJmiers. 
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thotogli it be a flu6hiftting one, -which is ever diaftg- 
ing its Abode, and on that Account is called bjf 
the Count and. Ids Brethren « Collegium ambulatori* 
urn. A King, let him be neve^ fo polireriiil, muft 
dread fuchian.invifible Body, the Bottom of whole 
Tranfatftions can never jbe fat&om^d. This calls t<S 
my Mind a Stoiy.Tciated of one of iiie'i/^wr|>/(/frfi 
on OccalioQ of a Law-fuit, whdoh he had ztBiidin^ 
genj who declared, that this^ Gemral De^c^nfidp, al* 
ready look'd upon.itfelf to be inbre powerful than 
the greateft Duke in Germatry. Should the Hirrn- 
buters^ ot rather thefe Siates General vf all their littli 
RepubHcs be permitted to carry on their Meafores 
without Interruption^ .for only half a Century, 

* what Con&quences, aiks the Author, may not be 

* expe&ed from their ii^ggrandizement, chiefly a$ 

* their Scheme is carried on under the Malk of 
*v Religion?* 

By the Eleventh Article of thefe projefl^ed Sta- 
tutes, the HerrnbuUrs deiire, that no Regulation 
Ihall be made at Herrnbaag^ without the Concur-^ 
rence of this General Deaconjhip. Hereby likewife 
they put the Prerogatives of the Sovereign in Com- 
petition with a foreign and unknown Body, ,that 
pretended t(> Independency. They left indeed th^ 
Name of Sovereign to him, in whofe Dominions 
they dwelty but then they refufed being dependent 
en him, excepting fiich Cafes where their Leaders 
fliould bp confenting. Certainly, no better Con- 
trivance could have been f^med for concealing 
their Conftitudon:. ^ A Riehelieu^^ a Mazarhy fayi 

* the. Author,, never laid a more firm Plan for ag- 

* grandizing the Crown of F^ame, nor hAve their 

* SucccfToafs fhewed^ more -Atteiftion in executing 

* their Prqjeftsjv duanareniade tifeof by thc^Chfeft 

* of the Hermh$utrsj in laying tfaein Plans foip^

ihis Article, as it thought it to be its Duty to have 
Matters of fuch Ccmfequence thoroughly inquired 
i|itt), diat no Body be forced into W^lock by thdr 
Lots^ nor the Authority of Parents he injured, who 
by Nature' have a Rijpit to concern themfelves in 
ithe Marriages of their Children. 

In the Fifteenth Article, the Chiefs of the Herrn^, 
huters reprcfent the two Choirs of .unmarried People 
as a PidgeoH'Houfe, defirii^ they may be treated as 
fuch, $M diat no Enquiry be made about their go-- 
i^ iif Mi cmug out^ looking in geneval on tl^ir 
JMtethod of folding. People away, a$ a Prindfiufu 
fiantis (^ cadentis EccUfia. 

By the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Arti- 
cks, they endeavour ftill more to eftablifli the Au- 
thority of their College oi Deacon/inp^ by infilling^ 
that this independent Body, ihoirid have the Deci- 
Son of Matters concerning the Revenues, the Go- 
vernment was intitled to from its Subjcds, the 
HerrnhuterSy that lived at Herrnhaag. A daring 
Demand, indeed, but not to be wondred at, if we 
C^fider^ that the Hermbuiers pretend to a Thedcracyy 
6s appears by the Count's own Letter dated January 
the fifth 1748, and thofe of his Brethren, fent ta 
the Regency of Biidingeny wherein *tis faid in plain 
Terms; that alt the Sovereigns on Earthy either fnufi 
ioHfint to the ^hi^cracy in the Moravian Brotherhood^ 
or have no Brethren in their Dominions. 

Our Author, havk>g related the above projefted 
iStatuteS) and made his Remarks thereupon,^ refumes 
his hiftorical Account of what further happened 
between the Government and tbe Henmbuters. As 
the County in Ac Conference held with the Deputy 
of the Governmeftt concerning thefc Statutes, 
(whereof a Detail has been give» above) had top 
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TOOchfixpofcd jbimfcjf, 'te fiow>tl^^ pj^pcr-aflp 
tp be fo t)ufy himfelfi but a<a feis Paw by Mesw ^ 
the Inhabitents of Herrnh^ag. A Memoriaji iw^^ 
givw in by jtkm, wjij^ein they i^ufitoriifed to ^ 
ignorant of wh^t h^d bappee^ bjmvtojn the Ciom^ 
and the Govjefum^nt, ^fjd y^ qoitfra^MeiJ this AC- 
fertion, by mentioning the vicry .Tr%alM<9tions that 
had paiTed.

as iritereft was not what the Government aimed at^ 
and as it was refolved to do its Duty, and be con* 
vinced tfiat nothing pajHcd at Herrnhaag but what 
cc)uld be juftified, thefe Overtures, how craftily lb* 
ever they were contrived, made no Impreflion upon 
It. Here the Author obferves, that Mr. de Dam- 
^itz^ in one of the aboVe-mention*d Letters, dated 
^Be'cm. 30, 1747, avers, Aat the Church of the 
'Hermbuters was eftablilh'd twenty-five Years ago, 
artd that the Count affirms the fame in another Let- ' 
tfef,' which, adds he, * is a plain' Acknowledgment, 

* t\i2XHerrnhutifm is a new Sedt, and cannot pretend 

* to the Augjburg Confeffion. ' 
' When the Chiefs of the Society found, that by 

Craft they could not hinder the intended Enquiry 
into their Affairs, they had Recourfe to other 
Means, in Order to compel the Government to 
defift from it. -The Count had often profefe'd, he 
had nothing in View^ hut to fromote the Intereji of the 

.Sovereign of Biidingen; that he ailed the Part of 
Chrift, who came into the Worlds not to be fervedhut 
t6 fervey and though he knew, that thefe Protefta- 
tions were fufpeded as fo many Baits, yet at this 
very Time he put it ftill more out of Doubt, that 

-he was riot the Perfon he fain would have People 
believe him to be. ^ AH Hands were fet to Work 
by his Orders to prevent the Government from 
.lookirig into the San^um SanSofum of his Plan, 
Vrhich, as it could not be hindered by fair Means, 
Mr» Benning^ his Brother, was required to exert 

: himfelf in this Behalf. It has been obferved above, 
that this Gentleman had advanced a confidcrable 
Sum of Money to the Government at 4 per Cent on 
fome Eftates mortgaged to him for thirty Years, 
the Rents of which were gradually to repay him 
both Principal and Intereft. Though fix Years 
had not yet pafled of this Time, he was ttt on, to 

-demand bacK his ItOan, ih Order to diftrefa the 
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Government by fo untimely and unforefeen a De* 
mand. The Government, however, confented 16 
the Difqharge of the Debt within a certain Ternl 
i^greed upon^ and this occafion'd a further Delay 
of the intended Inquiry, as it would not give the 
Chiefs of the Herrnhuters an Opportunity of repr^- 
fenting to the World that fuch a S.tephad been 
taken by it, as a Relcntmcnt for the Loan's being 
demanded. Nay, it gave an. additional Proof of its 
Lenity, by granting the Society a Toleration for 
five Years, during which Time Things fliould re- 
main in the State and Situation they were then in. 
The Herrnhuters^ wh6 were bent on embarrafling 
the Government as much as poflible, requited very 
ill this A6t of Generofity. They got Beuning to 
make over the Loan to the King of Pd?/tfW, they 
alfo offer'd to a" neighbouring Prince to transfer 
this Demand on him, and that he fhould march 
Troops into the County of Budingen and ppflefs 
himfelf of the Mortgage. They imagined, that 
whilft the Government was brought into a Laby- 
rinth of Troubles, they fhould reap a confiderable 
Advantage therefrom j 'z;^^. that by offering their 
Affiflance, towards the Difcharge of the pebt, they 
fhould eafily extort a Grant of that Independency 
they had hitherto been unable to. obtain by their 
artificious Turnings and Windings. This the Au- 
thor proves by Count ZinzenJorf*s Letters, wKerein 
Overtures of^ this Kind are ^lade -, adding likewife, 
that at the very iTime the Loan was to be dif- 
charged, fhe Society ofFerM to lend to the Govern- 
ment a Sum of MdnfeytowaYdi paiying the Debt, 
and that the Eftates, mongz^td to Bemingj fhoulj 
be mortgaged to them. ^ But the $pvereign,^being 
already too well ac'qu^ihted with theViiews ojfthefe 
People, cho'fe to clear the Eftates by an entire jDif- 



charge of the Mortgage, rather than to have any 
Connexion ' with the BrptherKood "in fucK Affairs j 
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tivc. * It would be too prolix, continues the Au* 

* thor, Ihould I relate all the Contrivances and 
« Turns the Herrnhuters made Ufe of only in this 
« Money Affair, and it muft be looked upon as an 

* Eflfeft of Providence, that they did not fuccecd 
« in their Schemes. They never believed, that the 

* Government, which they had brought to Straights 

* by thus unfeafonably calling back the Loan, 

* would be able, in the Time appointed, to dif- 

* charge it. They never imagined, that this Step, 

* by which they thought indireitly to favc their 

* Plan and get, on the Part of the Government, a 

* Confirmation of their Conftitution without a 

* previous Inquiry, would become a Means to the 
' Government for the better difcovering and expe- 

* riencing what thefe People were, who hitherto 

* had covered every Thing with the Cloke of Re* 

* ligton and Liberty of Confcience. ^os Dens 

* per dire confiituit^ ^orum conftlia dement at. ^ 

It has been faid, that the Government gi:anted 
to the Society a Toleration for five Years, which 
commenced in February 1748. It was refolved 
patiently to expect the Expiration of that Term, 
before it proceeded any farther in examining the 
interior State of that Se<5t. But this Calm, or 
Truce, lafted no longer than till OSiaber 1749, 
when the Sovereign of Biidingen died, and his Sou 
inherited his Dominions. On this Occafioa, the 
flermhuters that lived at Herrnhaag^ like all other 
Subjects of that County, were fummon'd to take 
the Oath of Allegiance and Fidelity; which in the 
Main they did not refufe to comply with, but made 
Exception againft a Claufe contained in the Form 
of the Oath, according to which they fhould in ex- 
prefs Terms promife, that under Colour of their Con-- 
Jiitutiony they did not dejire to fubjeS thmfelves^ nor 
would be fubjeS to Count Zinzendorf, or atry other 
Chief fet by him^ or by thofe that belonged to him. As 
this Demand was a very reafonabk one, and had 
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not the Icaft Shadow of an Attempt on their Li- 
berty of Confckrnce, and as the Government coh^ 
fentcd, that in lieu of taking the Oaths they Jhould 
only promfe to fulfil what was contained in the faid 
Form : It muft appear furprifing, that thefe People, 
whodefired the Proteftion of a Government, fliould 
neverthelcfs reftife to give thofe Aflurances of Fir 
delity that were required of them. Yet fo far were 
they blinded by the Influence of their Chiefs, that 
they gave in feveral frivolous Writings, in Order 
to evade what was fo juftly infifted upon, which 
made their Conftitution become, more liable to 
Sulpicion : For, at the fame Time they denied their 
being in Subjeftion to Count Zinzendsrf^ they re- 
fufed averring it in an authentic and legal Manner. 
Time, however, was given them to take their 
final Refolution, and it being perceived, that all the 
Xcnity they were treated with, could not bring 
them to a Stn^ of their Duty, the Government 
found itfelf, at Length, obliged to iflue a Procla- 
mation, dated Feb. 12, 1750, whereby they were 
enjoined to withdraw from its Dominions, within 
the Space of three Years, and in the mean while td 
difpole of their EffeAs; which Time, joined to the 
two Years, during which they had already been 
tolerated, viz. from Feb. 1748, make out juft* the 
five Yeaxs Toleration fortnerly granted them. In 
this Procknution all the Tranfadlions that had 
happened with Regard to the HermhuterSy and the 
Conduft of their Chiefs, from the - Beginning of 
their Reception in the County of Biidingen, are re- 
lated in a lummary Manner, in Order to make the 
World fenfible of the pernicious Schemes of this 
Set of People, and the Indulgence that had been 
fliewh them. However, Liberty to remain at 
Hermhaag i% there granted to all, that had never 
ferved any OiEce (i) in the Brotherhood, and were 

N 2 will- 
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willkg to take the Oath of Allegiance limited in 
the Marnier as above, and leave the Se6l, or would 
be content with exercifing their Worfhip in private, 
.they, their Servants and Families. They are, more- 
over, affured, that they fliall have full Liberty of 
,ConfcienCe, and be protefted againft the Artifices 
of their Leaders. ' The Government having alfo 
received Intelligence, that the Chiefs ufed unlawful 
Means to make thofe among them, that were not 
yet entirely ///^^ into their Plan (as they ufually ex- 
.prefs it) remain in the Society, by debarring them 
from Water and Pajlure^ which is a Phrafe of the 
Society, and implies a Denial of Neceflaries, and 
Communication with others. of the Society; a fe- 
cond Proclamation was iffued,. in which the Chiefs 
were admonifh'd to abftiain from ufurping any fuch 
like Power over , their Flock ; and thofe that had 
Room to complain were advifed to make their 
Application ; with Promife, that impartial Juftice 
Ihould be adminifter'd them, whether they chofe to 
remain at Herrnhaag or not. 

There is no doubt, but the Leaders of this So-' 
ciety, on the Publication of thefe Orders, were art- 
ful enough, to make their Followers believe, that 
this Step taken by the Government, was a real Per- 

fecution, 

fuch as ferve Offices, are already inftruded, cither in Part or in 
the Whole, in the Plan of the Society, and have received their 
Orders how to behave from the Chiefs of the Society, the General 
Deacon/hip and the reft of thefe Heads that form a State ivithin 
a State: Now as they have as much Regard for fuch Orders as 
for the Gofpel, it would have been impoflible, to purge the State 
from another State growing up in it, by leaving thefe People 
there. Their Church*Government and chief Plan would have 
remained unaltered as long as thefe remained and had Commu- 
nication with the Herrnhuten, Thus thofe that had ferved Offices 
were excluded from having Liberty to remain ; and 'tis well 
known, and appears by feveral Inftances in this Treatife, that 
thefe People can fpeak of, and pretend to, whatever they pleafe 
and Convenience fuggefts to th^m. Had they even complied 
with taking the Oath of Allegiance, the Government neverthe- 
lefs would not have been in Safety, and perhaps the loft EijU 
tad been 'worfe than thejirji. 
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fccution, which, as Martyrs, they ought to fuffer 
iorChriJi\ fake: For, it appears by the Account 
given us in this Book, that the deluded People at 
Herrnbaag publickly rejoiced at thele Injunftions. 
They alfo delivered. in an Inftrument, made before 
a Notary-Public and Witnefles, wherein they de- 
clared, that^ Jhould they renounce Count Zinzendorf, 
thg would fall under the Cenfure of tbefe Words of 
Scripture^ whoever denies me before Men, him will 
I alfo deny before my Father which is in Heaven; 
and that Jhould the Count himfelf give up his Office and 
Care of them^ quoad ecclefiaftica et ceconomica, they 
could not pojfibly confent to it. — I (hall beg Leave to 
offer here to the Reader a few Remarks, which the 
above-cited Author has fcattered here and there in 
different Parts of his Performance. - * It has been 

* already obferved, fays he, that the Chiefs of the 

* Herrnhuters^ by whom thefe People were fet on 

* to give in this Declaration, ftick at nothing, pro- 

* vided it fuits their Convenience. This Inftru- 

* ment, among the many Infiances above given, 

* ferves as another Proof for making good 4he 

* Trudi of this Affertion. As their Plan is only ' 

* founded upon worldly Views, which they cover 

* with the Cloke of Religion, the Scripture itfelf is 

* not facred enough in their Eyes, to hinder them 

* from making a bad Ufe of it, nor do they fcruple 

* to lead their People to an idolatrous Veneration 

* of the Count. No body defired of them, that 

* they fhould deny God, Chrift, or any other Truth 

* or Dodlrine, contained in the Scripture. But 

* their Chiefs infift that they (hall be ruled by the 

* Defcifions of the Count, according to his Views 

* and Plan for eftablifliing his Supremacy-, and upon 

* the Government's endeavouring to hinder it, they 

* make them believe, that this is a Requeft, which, 

* Ihould they comply with it, would be denying 

* God.-— It appears alfo by this Declaration, that 

* they allow fuch a Right to tlie Count in eccle/i- 

* ajlicii 
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aftkis & if£0HomcfSy as be bimfelf cannot give up^ 
that is to. fay, they will in thefe Points be ruled 
by him alone and th<^e that depend on him, 
which is the College of the Cenerd I>8acsn/hip^ 
that pretend to Independency wherever they are, 
as has been above obfervcd. The Count cwnpre^ 
bends aU Makers under Lihtrty af Confcience\ and 
bis Difcifline relates to notfmg but temporal Afairs% 
he exercifes an unlimited Power over his Fol- 
lowers, pretending fometimes to a Tbeocracyj 
fometimes to a Hierarchy in his Church, and vhis 
excludes all Civil Governments whatfoever. Nay, 
the Event has fllewed, how great and indilSbluble 
the Tyc is between him and his Followers,, as they 
chofe to quit the Country rather than give up 
their Dependency on him. Let us fuppofe, a 
Prince makes himfclf Mafter of a Country, which 
was under the Subje&ion of another. The Con- 
queror requires of the Inhabitants, that they fball 
take the Oath of Allegiance, and commands thofe 
that do not incline to give up their FideKty to 
the former Mafter to quit the Country. Is it to 
be believed, that many will withdraw? Hiftory 
evidences the contrary, and at the fame Time 
(hews, that the Inhabitants of a conquered Pro- 
vince., in fuch Cafes, look upon the Bonds which 
held them to their former Mafter as diffolved, 
and enter into new Engagements with the Conr 
queror. Now, the Herrnbuters are deiired to give 
up their Dependency on the Count; this is de- 
manded of them by a Government, whofe fu- 
preme Power they acknowledge by Words, and 
to whom they profefs, they are obliged to be 
obedient and fubjeft ; and yet their Adions and 
Writings fhew the contrary ; they rather chufe td 
quit the Country than give Proofs of their Al- 
legiance, as other Subjefts in that Country do. 
Is it not hence inconteftible, that the Herrnbuters 
are made more fubjcft to tbe Head of tbeir Cburcb^ 

* than 
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* than to the Government^ whofc fiipreme Power 

* they, by Words, icknowledge; and tkat their 

* Obedience to a Government lafb only fo iong as 
« ibis Head tf their Church will have it. L^cke^ 
' that great Champion for Toleration, jiadgcs iiich 

* People unworthy of being tolerated. It is his 

* Opinion, that a Church can have no Ri^t nor 

* pretsend tx) be tokratcd, which debars the Frince 
^ of any Part of his Jurifdidlion, Power and Right 

* in temporal and civil Matters over its Members, 

* and in which fuch as go over to it, put them- 

* felves under the Proceftion of another Prince, andi 

* become obedient to him in Matters concerning 
« their Life and Condijft, in fuch a Manner as to al- 

* low a greater Power and Difpofal in thefe Matters 

* to the Head of their Church than to the Govern- 
' • ment they live in, and dare not be obedient to the 

* latter any further than this Head will allow. 

It ought not, however, to be fuj^fcd, that 
Count Zinzendcrf^ after fo much VcKation caufed 
to the Government of Biidingem, eafily relinquifh'd 
his Profpeft of -cftabliihing there a State within a 
State. According to our Author, he aflumed all 
Manner of Shapes, to retrieve this Lofs. In his 
Letters font irom London to the Gov«ernment, he 
endeavoured with all his Might, to have thefe Pro- 
clamations repealed, and to this £nd^ fometimes 
ufed Menaces, laying, that he had kept fomething 
in Referve, and that the Collegium Advooati^ UnitatiSj 
(which I fuppofe is that formidable Body called the 
General Deaconjhip, direftcd by him) ihould lAeddle 
in the Affair, and at other Times made Offers of a 
pecuniary Kind. But the Government was uncon- 
cerned at his Threatning, as Juftice was on its Side, 
and as for Interefl, it had already Ihewn, that this 
was the leaft Point it had in View, otherwife it 
would not have taken a Step, whereby it was fure 
to become a confiderable Lofer. Thus the Count's 
Endeavours for repealing the Proclamations, (which 

would 
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would have furnilhed him with a new Voucher of 
the pretended'Orthbdoxy of his Seft) proved fruit- 
lefs and abortive. 

The Author ends his Treatife^ with appeaHn^ 
to every unprejudiced. Reader, to judge from the 
whole Tranfaftion, whether a Government could 
poffibly have (hewed greater Lenity to the Herrn- 
iutersy than that of Biidingen has made appear, and 
.whether it could have chofen a milder Way to ex- 
tricate itfelf from their Chiefs, than by enjoining 
their Society to emigrate*^ chiefly as Count Zinzen*-- -> 
dorf had fo often before threatned an Emigration. 
His Wifhes in the Preface are, ' that God may

YOUR mOft fetene Highnefs has not long ago gracioully enjoined us: 
That, whefeas Count Xin^endprfhy Letters dated at Marienbom^ on 
Occafion of a General Synod to be held there, has propofed, that fome 
<tf our Body niight be deputed for a folemn Vilitation of the Churches there; 
and whereas Things are fo cifcnmftanced, that our Theological Faculty as 
well as chiefly fome of its Members, feem to be particularly concerned there- 
in, befides that thofe many Cohfequences wl^ich from fome Time have arifen 
in this Affair, and are increafing, appear of very great Moment ^ We there- 
fore, after having more fully informed ourfelves from thofe Papers your moflS. 
fereneHighnefs has communicated to us, and after having conferred together 
about the Matters therein contained, fhould make our Report to your mod 
lionourable Privy Council concerning fuch Things as are known to us and 
relate thereto, adding moreover, our moft humble Omnion on the Whole. 

In Obedience to your gracious Command, we, the Divines of theFaculty, 
have immediately afTembled, and carefully and with AflidUity jointly con- 
fider'd thofe Matters, and after repeated Deliberations, have cohfciehtioufly 
and. according to our beft Knowledge, drawn up the following Sketch on 
thofe very important Heads, that relate to this Affair, which agreeably to 
otir Duty we lay before you. 

Though the propofed Method for a folemn Enquiry might in hfelf ap- 
pear neceffary, convenient and ufeful, chiefly as it concerns fuch religious 
Matters, as have already fpread fo much and are become fo great and dan- 
gerous a Coiitroverfy, that the whole Church is interefted therein; yet we 
cannot help faying, rfiat, in applying this Expedient to the Affair of the 
Hermhutersy cluefly their propofed General Synod fhonly to be held, man^ 
very important Reafons Occur, which in concreto and in materia fuhftratd flieW^ 
fuch a Synod to be unneceflary,' of no Utility and detrimental; and make it 
tb be feared, that our Church may eaflly receive a notable and irreparable 
Damage from an Enquiry not well brought about; whereas on the con- 
trary, the Party of the Hermhuters, according to their ufual Way of pro- 
ceeding, will put itfelf into fuch a Pofture and Countenance, that whatever 
may be the lilue thereof, they may promife to themfelvcs a great and con- 
fiderable Advantage from it. 

In the firft Place, fuch a folemn and perfonal Inquiry muft be looked 
upon as an unneceffary fpinning out of Time; fi'nce the chief Points in 
Debate are already plainly and fufiiciently fet forth in the public and 
authentic Afts of both Parties, whence they may much more eafy and with 
greater Certainty be judged, than from all verbal and perfonal Conferences; 
which in. all Appearance are intended by thi^ General Synod. On the Part 
of the Society or the Hermhuters, their authentic Monuments, which ttey

tbe Society, (according- to their own Words, to be met with in their Writ- 
ings) to anfwer fuch Charges, laid by private Perfons againft them, as are 
too difficult for them to remove; as they havfe always avoided to anfwer in 
a precife and particular Manner the Obje^ons brought againft them by 
Men of Probity and Confcience, and in lieu, thereof have treated their 
Adverfaries in a m9ft ignominious Manner in all their printed and written 
Afts, calling thofe Writings publiflied againft them * complete Libels, 

* wherein nodding is contained that ought to be believed, teV.' quafirebene 
gejlai nay, as they have made Ufe of Means in no Ways commendable, for . 
eluding this Way pf convincing and clearing up the Matter: This Conduft 
hitherto obferyed by them, conformable to certain Maxims of their own, 

;give6.us icarce Room to promife ourfelves an impartial and fufficient Search 
aftey Tiittth in this Affair, -let it be undertaken in Foro qwajt prinjato or publico, 
*rhe Rev. Mr. Frefinius in the proem to his firft ColUclion, has mentioned 
many Things -pf Importance relating to this Article, worthy to be con- 
iider'd in tjUs Preliminary Queftionj to w]iich the Herrnhuters have never 
anfwered, althoi;gh they concern .the principal Pdints of the Caufe. 
^. Secondly, W^ take it to Ise a ufelefs and fuperiluous Step in the Leaders 
^i Herrnbuiijm to repeat this, Demand again, as far it regards our Theolo- 
gical Faculty.^ Above two Years ago, when almpft the lame Propofal was

Now,, as they refufe this, their Propofals 'to which they now in^ 
tend to oVe Weight by public Authority, are of much lefs Value, an4 
iion't delerve that we, only for their Convenience fake, fliotdd conform 
Qurfelves thereto, or take upon ourfclVes a Burden by approving them. 

Thirdly, *tis certain and inconteftible, that the fafcft and dearefti Way 
of being informed, and judging of the Doftrines and Tftnets of this So- 
ciety, is by' taking them from their own Writings; which, tho' it has been 
very often done, they never have publicly, and in a fufficient Manner, an- 
Iwcr'd the many important Reprefentations made againftthem: Nay, it 
Appears, that they t^ke more and more upon them in their Methods olf 
Teaching, and in the Things themfelves, for obtaining the Ends they ain^ 
at,. (Points ik'vue) be it agreeable to the Do6trine and Method of Teaching 
of our Evangelical Church, or not. 

In general, the Encomiums they make Ufe of in this* Cafe, and are to 
be met with in their Writings, make it clearly appear, what ah indifferent 
and difdainful Opinion they have of our Theology and DivitieB.

*piOTed from this, that the Saviottf muft give his Name to all and every 
Thing, and whatever i§ doi\eiw the Society or its Leaders is imputed tt> hiirt. . 
Mr. Flafcbnig^ Chaplain Of the Regiment of Cadets at Peterjburg, inhii 
RdLationof theHifrrm^^j, ihferted in Frifemus\ Colle6lion, T. i. p. 263, 
among other Things, gives the following Account:' 

* As foon as Lieutenant HW/ifr (who by the Dcfcrtption given of him 

• was a compUtt Hermbuter) came into my Study, I propofed the Queflion 
« to him, whether or no the Society ofthe Hermhuters could err? to which 
'* he anfwered; that Chrift was itg Head, and consequently muft thus far 
? inlighten it, that it could not err. 

George JacebSutcTyWho once had a cOn(tderableP6ft,'^d was wellbeloved 
by them, teftifies of a General Elder of the Society the following Words ; ' 

* The General Elder N. (he mentions his Name in another Place) in th^ 

• Year 1740, openly declared to me, that the Society was perfect and-infal- 
< liWe, and whoever doubted to approve what the Society did or undertook^ 

• was a Rogue (Spitxifuh) . There were twenty and even more prefent, when Kd 
f faid this to me,^f. See Frefifnus's CoUeft. T. 2. p. 656, and what follows: 

We are likewife informed by a Perfon of Veracity, that having made 
lome Reprefentations at Stutgard, he received in Anfwer from the Ihrmi 
htters that lived there, that they would report the Cafe to the Society at 
Utrrnbut, and he thareupon afting, whether they thought that Society 
bottld not likewife err? was anfwered, * that he could be affured of it^ 
? bccaufe the Church was certainly ruled by the Spirit of God, ^cj 
^' This is forthcfr confiraaed by their authentic and irrefutable Declaration; 
concerning the Obligation every Body is under to go over to this Society; 
The Count himfelf in a Book intitled Siegfried, p. ryj, to the 60th Queftion^ 
whether all true Chriftian -Hearts if they have an Opportunity for fp doing, 
d^ht alfo outwardly to adhere tadiis Society, anfwers thus: 'Yes, if they 
f are not mad, fuch People at' Aat Time we eafily indulge in every thing.* ^ 

Wc find it sdfo reported of them fomewhere elfe, Aat they m Penfyhania; 
after they had obtained their Ehd in gathering together a Society of thei^ 
own Way of thinking,- iffued out a public Prdclamation, fetting forth; 
c that now a true Church of th:e Lord had appeared in Fenfyhvamay and 

• therefore all fhould refort to it^that belonged to the Lord. Thefe are the 
« Words ofthe Church ofthe Ldrd to all its hidden and known Mciyibers; 

• and to all whom the Lord ourGod fhall Hill call to it: See Frrfenius'i firft 
CoUefUoD, page 181 . Not to mention other Paflages to the fame Purpofe^ 

What the Hermhuters have already been found fault with in the public 
Writings with Regard to facred Writ and its Ufe, is of fo great Importance,^ 
that it ought to be maturely confider'd, and we can affert, that the Griev- 
ances on Siis Head, rather increafe than diminifh.

TheApofiJes, to akfoidUoUutyJ^ave not baptized in the Name of the Father, theSok, 
esnd the Holy Ghofi, but onb in the Namt of Chrifi. God has darted his Son as a Fh^ 
cf Lightning, and the Son by his Incamfstiom has made a Parenthefis in the Godhead. 

What in common Life might be called a Qrand-father, a Father in Law,fuch 
is the Father of our Lordjefus Chrifi^ r -. 

The Holy Ghofi is the Wife ifi the Godhead (der Ehe-Gemahl), the Mother bf 
Chrifi, and our Mother, 

hs giving the BeneM^on td> dying People, thde Words have been ufed and 
Jung : God the little Father blefsyfiu, the little Mother hlefsyou. Sec. 

The Son has taken it as a Favour,, that he was allowed to become Man aUd 
fo out of the Godhead. 

He has not conquered as God, bstt as Man, with the fime Strenph that we 
eiAtquer. The Father has affified him, and be affip us alfo, N. B. He had no 
more Dignity in himfelf than what he hits granted us. He bad laid ajide his 
Godhead, and ^wrought Miracles even as Men are ahU to do. 

Such Paflages occur mpiliy in their Sermons, and though it be nbt our Pti^- 

pofe, to carp at fingle Words; it muft be obferved, thatluch Dodbxnes, and 

^ luch a Method of teaching are contained therein, as never can be excufed* 

Further, one of the moft important dpgmadcaUGrieyances has been their 
nnneceffary and pernicious Innovation ia the Do6bine of our Evangelical 
Church concerning the Ufe of the Law and Gofpel, which Innovation is 
looked: upon and ^fended as a ^^ital Article, not only by fingle Members, 
but the whole Hermhut Society. There is no Neceffity even in this Refoe^t 
to make a new and verbal Inquiry in Order to get a (^lear and difnnft 
Knowledge thereof; thi^ Matter, on then: Side, as well as on that of onr 
Divines, has been fo dearly ftated, and the old Doflrine and Pradice of ottr 
Church fo thoroughly maintained, that it will fufiice to fuch as are defirou$ 
of Information therein. Befides, one pf the Divines of our Faculty has, not 
)0Qg iince, in two Differta^ons* dejuferfiua C5f mxia mutatione db^trimt E(^ 
tUfi^t mfira de Lege ^ Evangelio, and again, de ufu kzitimo Legis ab omni ca* 
natu ^ effe^jufiitia proprie alieniffimo, hereto contributed his Part. Bat kt 
the Divines fay and write what they will, they neverthelefs continue to do . 
.what they pleafe, though they only renew the old Controverfy about Anti^^ 
ewnianijm, and do not m the lead attend (o the different, diiUn£t and dell- 
Ikcate Reprefentations made hitherto by Divines in this Affair: perverting, 
to the Confufion of many good Souls, by falfe, unneceflary and ungrounded 
/Additipns, thofe Truths that occur in this Sulyeft, rather thmi making tjieqi 
,«rfi:f«l, Nay, they arc ftot ftjbamed, in a difdainful Mawnef, to msA thij 
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. fi>lid aAd^exeellQoA Explanation of Ltaher and Mtlanchton given in this Cafe; 
(chiefly Aat of luiher) adopted and found to be true by our whole Church; 

. and to call XhtrnfooMf Conceits^ which there is no Neceffity of fubfcrib- 
ingj and notwithJlanding all this, they pretend to remain Members of the 

, unalter'd Augjburg Confeifion. 

What is the Dodirine and the Method of teaching of the Herrnbut Society 
concerning the fo-called Procefs of Salvation, may be plainly difcoverM 
from their abovemention'd capital Writings : So Uiat nothing is further 
required, but that every thing be weighed agreeable thereto, without Par- 
tiality, and confcientioufly, chiefly as it regards the mpft important Praftice 
of all Chriflianity. The Divines never had a Mind to rejedk what is true 
with what is falfe and corrupted, but it has been upon the whole repre^ 
fcnted, that it wa^ot agreeable to the Word of God, to hold; e, g. 

That the Forgivenefs of Sin is the flril among the Benefits of Grace iA 
the Procefs of Salvation; that fuch great. ado is made to this Day withon^^ 
Necfiflity, about the univerfally iifed and fufficiently defined Word Re-- 
fmtance (BuJ/e) and that, I know hotwhat Herefy is therein fought for. 

. That for obtaining Forgivenefs of Sins, the Saviour requires abfolutely 
nothing, not even one's having a Thought of behaving better for the 

. future; but only wants to have miferable Sinners, fick and dead People; 

. that we ought not to be careful for the Time to come, or much engage 

. in Promifes to the Saviour, but commiit one's -felf to his Mercy. 

That, what is faid Rom: vii; concerning the State (Procefs) without thje 
Law, under the Law, and under Grace, is -not the Coiirfe in which the Con- 
▼erfion of anirregenerated Perfon happens commonly and for the mofl Part; 

• but ifi to be looked upon as a Method commended by Paul, for the Love of 
fuch, as in their Converfion would fain have fomethine fpecious and Angular. 
That they aflert in an infulting Manner, that &e whole Doftrihe of 
Warring (againft Sin, or der Bufs-Kampf) is a human Fiftion, which one 
Man has learn'd from the other^ and nobody knows to this Day what is 
meant by it.^ What kind of War, fay tkeyy can a dead Man, a miferable 
Sinner, in a Word, a Child be fuppofed to carry on? , 

That they indiflindly teach and fpeak of Converflons efledled in an , 
'Hour or a Minute, (Stunden und Minuten Bekehrungen), 

That a Man as long as he is a Child in Grace, is in Reil with regard to ^ 
.all Enemies round him; and that, when he grows up to Manhood and be- 
comes a Warriour, then the Saviour fights for him ; and that the little Con- 
flift he has with Satan and the World, is exceedingly infignificant, and only 
bears the Name of it; that, when the Saviour permits, that the Corruption 
Which has been taken out of the Heart, and notwitWlanding dwells in the 
Man, or in the Flefli, as it is otherwife termed, fliould appear again, an 
. Adplefcent in Chfift is fenfible of it, and grieves at it; however, he is taught 
by the Word of the Saviour how to remedy it, he immediately fees every 
where, that Sin is condemned, that it is no more a Match (Partie egaJe) 
for him, that it has no more Right, Power or Force; that every Motion in 
his Members is no fooner perceived than it can be difpatched as eafily as 
a Flea^ and that it has neither Leave nor Power to reiift him, ^c. 

Nay, they have ufed in their Sermons and Synodal Speeches the fol- 
lowing Expreflions, * There is no Sin, no Kind of Evil, which may not be 

* blown away like ChafiT. He is not compos-mentis, that fays, he cannot 

* get rid of Sin. If we propofe to become perfedk, (not moft holy and 
^ 10 as to abftain from all Sin, which would be a meer Trifle) but fuch ' 
« as PW calls perfedt, Piil iii. we muft apprehend this Myftery, Wf. Con- 

* cupifcence can no more trouble us^ Pride can no more vex^j Avarice can 
; no more . torment U8,{5ff. . . ^ Laft-^ 
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Laffly, that againfttheDo6bine of thelMviiies concerning fpintualTemp-* 

tations and Trials, they crudely and without proper DifKndtions, oppofe die 

. Mowing Maxims, ' Moft Men have this ill-grounded Notion, that he who. 

' is tempted, is a beloved Child of God. Temptations are a Sign, that we 

' are already half fallen. They prove, that the Ground is bad, that there 

< is a Kind of Malice in the Heart, which endeavours to break forth. 

Moreover, what often occurs in the Syftem and Practice of the Hermhttt" - 
Society, concerning Wedlock among Chriftiaiis, and is one of the moft glar- 
ing Scandals that ever has been given by them,*ought not here to be omitted. 
Had they folely iniifted upon this, that Chriftians even in their married' 
State and Conjugal Copulations ought to obferve the Rules of Chaftity and 
live in the Fear of God; they would have afted wifely and in a becoming 
Manner. But, under this Pretence, to interlace in matrimonial Matters; fo' 
many fcandalous, falfe, fingular and hitherto unheard of Doftrines, Pro-^ 
l^ofals, InftruAions and Expreffions; and, over and above all, to give them' 
out for moft holy, and which the various Choirs in the Hermhut Society, 
make no Scruple to recite in entire Cantates and ecdeiiaftical Hymns, has 
been by the Divines hitherto juftly ranked among the moft pernicious Er-' 
rors; this is a Charge, which is not fo much as denied by the Society, but* 
openly defended as moft holy and innocent, without in the leaft minding 
the Admonitipns hitherto given them; as it has been recently fecn, to the^ 
Aftoniftiment of the whole World, in jilBtnusSincerusV Con£\JLtB,^on (Heim- 
leuchtung) of Dr.Batmgarten, and in the new Preface to the Supplements of 
the XIM Appendix of their Hymns. Many Paradoxes likewife occur on 
the fame Head, i;iz, * That the Saviour, as the true Father, has ceded to the 
' * Huibands the Power of procreating Children; that on this Account they" 

* are Vice-Chrifts, Vice-Huftjands, Chrift*s Procurators in the Conjugal Bu- 

* finefs, till he ftiall take them to himfelf, as thofe that arc predeftinated to' 

* fleep in his Arms (which Expreffion is very often ufed by them) ; * That 

* towards fandtifying the Conjugal Aft, the Reprefentation pf the Memhrum 

* 'virth Chrifti circumcifi is commended and enjoined to the Hufb^ds, and 

* the Memhrum muliebre B, Virginis to the Wives. That at the very Inftant of 

* Time, the one gives in the Name of the Lord Jefus, and the other receives 
' in the Name ofthe Church the deftined earthly but not unbloody Seed, the 
« whole N. B. is made holy and confecrated, not impure, not common; not 

* at all, fays St. PW, and if they ad any thing elfe conjugally, theyexprefs the 

< Image ofthe Creature in its Vice-Chrift's Way, and tread in the Footfteps 
« of the Creator, (fafteht das Bild der Creatur in ihres Vice-Chrifii Wandel des 

< Schopfers Sfuh): That this Kind of Matrimony had been referved to the 

* Society, and that out of the Pale of it, the Conjugal State had hitherto 

* been nothing but Adultery. See the firft Append. N. 2163, v. 15, pag. 

* 2045. Thzt a plenary, circumftantial, and moft minute Detail of this Con- 

* jugal Copulaticn muft be given to the new married Ones by the moft noted 

* Members ofthe Society; that under the Title of thefe moft holy matrimo- 

* nial Ideas, chiefly in the twelfth Appendix of their Hymns, and the Sup- 

* plements to it, fuch a Number of lafcivious, crude and fcandalous Ex- 

* preflions are ufed, as even a Man that makes but little Account of Reli- 

* gion, would hefitate an hundred Times to mention them openly to others, 

* &c. Laftly, that as nothing has done more Harm to the Society than this 

* extrao^d^iary fcandalous Licentioufnefs, wherefoever it has happened to 

* „ ^nown; they now make no Scruple, by public Apologies, to declare 

* all this to be holy and innocent, manifeftly abufmg the Scripture, in 

* Order to defend them as fuch, adding, that none can be offended there- 
: Witii^ but thofe whofc Hearts arc not yet purified by the Blood of Chrift;* 
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^ as bas befift Yoy lately done in the Preface to the SupplemeiitSy tndin 

* ABnnus Sincerus^s HeimUuchtung. 

I£, among many other of their Sermom* we read particularly, that dc<» 
liver'd on the Anniverfary of the Afc^nfioa of Chrift ia 1 745, relating to tha 
juroper Office of the Lamb's Meflengers, we fhall find« in what regards the 
Saviour's Comftiiffion to his Apoftles among the Heathen, and the prefent 
new Mefl^ngers of tt^ Lamb to the fame, fuch Propofitions as comprehend 
many erroneoiss and frivolous Things, and terminate in downright Fmo* 
iitifm. The following Words, page 9, are efpecially worth confidering: 

* Dear Brethren and ^ers f About fi^cty or feventy Years a Seafon be^Ui, 

* a premature i^ef6rmation, i^c' and again, page 2$, < You, ikys the^* 

* viour, will be my WltneiTes. The Saviour doth not fay, you will explain 
' to £he People the Holy Trini^, you will explain to tkem, how fuch an4

- Thus much fbraSpecimen. Hence it appears beyond Conteft, thattheDoc^ 
trinies of this Society, notwithflanding they have not aConieffionof theirownj^ 
nor will have any, are in Part fufficiently manifeil, and in Part exceptionable 
enough, fo as to render it unneceflkry to make any fu^er folemn Inqutrji 
about them, and that they in many Ways deviate from the Do6brine of ouv 
^hurch, and from the very Promifeth^t has been,/f^»/a/a»M0ifr, made us here. 
. FourtUv,Concernkg the Inltitutesoftheff^rrxri^tf^ Societies, ihey are ti^ 
very weU known by their own pi^blic Defcripdon^ as is likewife^ what has 
^en hitherto obie£ted againft them with great Difcrimination andDiicretion. 
" Their Chief-Plan {der Fundamentid Plan) and Method to gather a Churchy 
confiUs in receiving People out of all Sefls and Churches as Members, 
provided Ihey only accept the fo-called Bhed-Tbeohgyj and herein agree 
'with the '&rr«i&2</-Society, notwithflanding they do not give np their ibrmev > 
Brrors; n'ay, they have even Leave to keep .to the Church Uiey formerly 
belonged to, according as Circumftances may require $ 'tis, alio forbidden 
:pnong t^em toqueition any one about his Religion, or to draw him from it 
in order to make a Profelyteof him. Now,r^atfuch a Method of gather. 
Uig and fetdne up a Church, is intirely contrary to all the Principles of omr 
Evangelical Qiurch, and as we believe, likewiie to the Word of God, has 
hitherto bie^ a P'art of the public Proofs and Obje^Uons againft this So- 
' eiety; nor is there a ^eceflity, that we (hould perifonally enter into a Dif- 
putation.with them on this Head, which beiides, is neidier their Intention 
not the Aim of their Re^ueil/ To this Purpofe, already ^me Yean afio, a 
Member of bur Theolo^cal Faculty publiihed a DiiTertation, intitled, ^Ju$ 
tvena ^ falfus de Ectlefiolis in Ecclefia trigwdif^ which is not tmknown to the 
Hemihiam: There have been iince, probably with a View to tius Piflerta* 
tion, ibme Pailkges of Dr. ^ener inferted at &e Head of the Appendixes to 
a Book intitled the Rdgn of the Crofs {firiutsc-reich)^ to prove thereby, dut 
^eh* Methoid was in every Refpe^ agreeable to the (aid ^fnKm-'^ Advice. 
JBut there is nothing more certain, than that the Intentiofti and Piaftibe of 
the faid Divine was as far from the Application the HtrmhiUtrt pade of it^ 
ns Heaven and Earth are iMant from one aaotherjt ^^ it hfA «Vb> been 
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(ttSideiitly ihewn \n a Blflbrtation, Je ^ fecifnca irr&hm in irfi^M hf tf^ 
rantium in errons^ and in another deftdimtntU irforum MifHoptimtmHmmtinb^ 
^t one ought not to judge fo {lightly of great Errors.. 

As to the o^r Conilitations of thofe of their AfTemblies^ ^at «)« zQa* 
Ally gathered and ihut up together, which thqr fo highly extol* and tv 
which fuch great Things are afcribedi the following Objeftions hare al*' 
ready been made againft them : 

That th^ give them out for Conftitutions of the ancient M»rm»0n hxt* 
thren, notwithftanding mpft of them have been lately invented aild kpfomtsS 
by fuch as were willing to give a particular Forni to thefe fingular Societies. 
That there is too great and unnecefTary a Number of them, Ivhich caii« 
not be brought to the intended and proper A^vity, ^ithout^likevi^e muL< 
tiplying Offices and Peribns. 

That they thereby caufe a dangerous Schifm, and make an uniraceflary 
^Partition-Wall between them and other Churches, that da not tht^ theln« 
felves obliged to fuffer fuch Things to be impofed upon them, or, when 
at leaft they don't pay Regard enough to them, are on that Accpant treated 
with Indignation, and fmiiler Judgments made of them. 

That they, on account of thefe very Conftitutions, which they look upon 
as Appftolical, pride, or elevate themfelves above others, ./iQtwkhilfinding 
that the greateft Part of thefe Conftitutions cannot be pcoved>.t0 have been 
ui Ufe among the firft Churches in the Time of the ApofUes. 

That they, beyond all Neceffity, out of common Duties of Chriftiatii 
towards eaCh other according to every one's Gift and Capacity, make 
particular Office^ and Office- A^ons; which, as has been faid, are un' 
commonly multiplied, and productive of confiderable Inconveoiencies, as 
can be fufficiently proved. , ' 

That they make ecclefiaftical Matters of Things, which were pevcr de* 
dlared as fuch by God's Word; for Inftance, notwithilanding the .immediate 
£ducatioil of Children, is not enjoined to the Church in Scriptu|:e« but to 
the Parents; y^t in this new CBconomy they aiTume to themfelves the Pri-* 
viledge to deprive Parents of thjis Right, and caufe k to be exerctfed bf 
Perfons appointed by the Church. 

That in thefe their eccleiiafUcal Conftitutions, they have made iuch « Dif- 
pofition, s^s cannot be kept up without a fevere and too far ibrelch'd Power« 
That, to remedy certain Inconveniences, they have thought proper tH 
divide the Church into three Tropes w»i^imq; thus from the faine.PrtBciplet 
ihey likewife might eaiiiy make Socinian, Roman Catholic, Meano^iAi 
Quaker and Separatift Tropes, without Prejudice to the Church in Funda* 
mentals, as partly has bei^n attempted in Penj^hanin^ but without Svccefs* 
. Th^t during the Hours appointed for 9f€Hing the msft interior Fartt o/th 
fleartp as they call them, they pave themfelves the Way to fuch a Scrutiny 
into Peoples Hearts, and every other Thing appertaining thereto. «$ cveatei 
more Vexation than the Auricular Confeflion of the |lomui. Catholics. 

That, by their pretended Seminaries, they form a Kind of an Univerfity. 
tl|^ extenUve IJCe whereof is abundantly known ; other Univqr£i;'ies 4re dif« 
credited; Sltfpicions about the Miniftry of our C|iurch are rai&d in Students 
of Divinity, particularly in fuch as are inclined to a more reli«eiis Way of 
Life; they are alienated from and will no longer remain wi£ Ua, but fot 
Ihis and other Reafons^ flock to tJiBt Seminazy, to the great Deti^iment of 
#ur Chu^^hes, and from that^Time become unfit to be employed in them.. 
That by their frequent Miffions fnto all Parts, ihey have caufed moft 
Aupendoas Commotions in the £vangelical Churches, whi^eby tlveiy con<» 
9mfy 4(4W a tHi |^«ater Numbir ^ -thw SocieQ^j^M^oof jit^ eminent 
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tKvifte b^SU^fhBA lately pvcn Ac foUoWing Account to a certain t^erfon: 
^* • ItcaniMJt beexpreiTed nor fufficiently bewailed with a Flood of Tears, 

• that fo many fincerc People, on this Occafion, (being by the EmifTaries 

* of the //#rr«i^.So€iety, that wander up and down every where, excited 

< againft their moft faithful Minifter$, for no other Reafon but becaafe they 
« are Minifters) feparate from the Evangelical Religion/even fomc bccom- 
« ing quite enraged and furious againft their former Teachers, and fuch a* 

* have been thdr Fellow-Parifhioners, fafr. Stupendous Things are likewifc 
5 Jt»ened o^ the Hermhut Schemes breaking out at Berlin: 

, All ^8 is the lefs to be wcfader'd at, as thefe People defcribe our 
Churches in- the following ocHous and contemptible Manner, fetting off 
their own with the higheft Encomiums : 

* They pull a thatch'd Houfe to Pieces by the Middle, there it ftands 
« without a Roof, and without Side- Walls, and there is an End of it: 

* This is their Way of proceeding' • 

* The naked Children having no Dwelling, tremble and long for ano- 
« ther Hottfe, becaufe they are not able to fupport themfelvcs againft the 

• Injuries of the Weather.' 

* Butthey are told, that k is highly dangerous to grant their Re'queft, and that 
« it is mere Slavery to fit in an Houfe, and fecure bne'sfclf againft the Wind.' 

* WkAi Jefus calls. Come under my Shade ye weak ones, ye Chickens, 
« enter; they cry out, full of Rage: This is not the Voice of Jefus j get out 
« into the Weadier, ye Chickens.' 

* But when here and there in a defart Place, many a poor Sheep liftens, 

• trembles, gets cold, and, the Wind beating about its Ears, comes to us/ 

*.I think I dare, without Quellion, fay to that Sheep, Come in and lay 

< here; may theLamb which has bought thee, and baptized thee with his 
« Blood, fetch more of thy like.' 

That n>any of their principal ConfBtutions, chiefly thofe Houfes, where 
their Choir, as they call them, of unmarried Men, Women, and even Chil- 
dren are kept feparately, not only are liable to many external and perni- 
cious Inconveniences, but alfo productive of an intolerable Dominion and 
Tyranny, both in Temporals and Spirituals, iffc. 

But in Order to difciofe more nearly, but with all due Submifiion, our 
Opinion in this important Affair; we muft own, in the fifth Place, that the , 
R^queft mentioned in the Beginning, concerning a public Inquiry into their 
Matters to <be made in their General Synod, appears to us more and more 
to deferve- Ckcumfpedlion, As for the Deputies that fliould affift on this 
Account, the Deputation muft either be made from the Dutchy of JVurtcm^ 
berg alone, Or likewife from other States, and indeed all thofe of the -Em- 
pire. If the firft be the Cafe, fuch an Odium, lies already on the f articular 
Refponfum Tubingenfe^ howjincerely and innocently foenfer nue ga^ve it, that we 
fee no Caufe, why we fhould do ourfelves any further Prejudice by med- 
dling in this- Affair; and run the Riik, by Simulations and Diftimulations 
to be- brought into ftill greater Temptations than the former. I'o this Day 
we have ftSl Reafon to grieve, that at that Time we had not yet any In- 
telligence of Count ZinzendorjTs inexcufable Adions in the Countries of 
Beruhurg andSchwartzenauy Item with the Infpiredy which had already hap« 
pen'd. two Years before; had they been known to us, not the leaft Hope of 
obtaining a favourable Rtfponfum would have been left him. Should th6 
- Wurtimberg Church now, under Pretence of an Inquiry, be alone drawn into 
thisAffair, there is no.Doubt, but, contrary to its Intention, and let the Iffue 
of the Inquiry be whatever it would, this Society would make a moft in- 
vidious and dangerous .Abufe ';>i it. Should more Deputies from .other 

^ - cStatw 
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States or Orders he defired, pr aftualljr appear there, is it known wbo tliejf 

* Will be? what Sentiments they'll bring alo^gwith them? what Experience 
and Dexterity they are Matters of to ad in hicl^ a flippery Cafe? whedier 
tho/e, in whofe Affairs Inquiry is to be made, will hot endeavour to a£t 
according to jhe Saying: .Di'vide & hnfera? Befides other more weighty 
Circumftances of this Kind, that may lihexpedledly happen. Concerning 
the Method of Proceeding, it would be extremely difficult to givfe fufficient 
Iiiibru^ions to the Deputies, according* to which they either ihould hear 
the Anfwers given to the Queftions, or defcend to Difputations, in Cafe 
they fhould be deemed infumcient. 

In fo folemn a General Synod of the Hermhuters^ to be confHtuted in (b 
fingular a Manner, many Inconveniences concerning the Method of afting, 
might likewife arife, which might make, that the Deputies of the Church 
foi IVurtembergj on various Accounts, could not be prefent it it and continue 
"There without difhonouring themfelvesj now no urgent Neceffity requires 
that we on our Part fhould expofe ourfelves thereto; not to mention other 
Reafons of this Kind. As for the Iffue, 'tis iHll to be (fueftibned, whethefr 
Advantage or Detriment would follow from thence, as it might eafilv pro- 
duce a dangerous Schifm iii our Church itfelf, fhould fome of us incline ID 
this, and others to that Party,. or bitter Controverfies ehfufe. 

Sixthly, It were necelTary and equitable, that the other Party ffiotildlie 
heard at the fame Place, abput the Charges they have hitherto brought 
againfl thefe People according to the Rule: Audr^ alteram Partem. But 
that there is no reafonableHope to obtain this, may eafily be gathered from 
the Records, A^hich teftify, in what an odious, infulting and contemptible 
Manner all thofe Divines and Writers have been treated, who from an 
honed View, pardy founded on their o^vn Experience, partly upon oiFerine 
a juridical Evidence in Cafe it were required, have wrote agdnft'them. fi 
might likewife eafily happen, that this other Party might not look upon this 
pretended General Synod as its competent Judge, and rather chu& to lay 
liich fiuther Explanations, as migh^ be defined, before an impartial and' an- 
thorifed Judge; which however there is little Probability of feeing foon 
doae. It would likewife be a^ing quite againfl our Confcience, fhould 
honeft People, who have hitherto, .with mucKPain and Invidioufnefs, ferved 
^the Church in this important Affair, and in all Appearance will ftill continue 
to fervc it, receive a Prejudice from a pretended VisreijuJicatee^ which the 
Party of the Hermhuters undoubtedly would proclaim it tabe;~^ahd this 
^the more as the Society, on all Occafions, endeavours to gain tiie Favour of 
Princes, and has nothing elfc at Heart than by their political Edi6l$ and 
Decifions to flop the Mouth of private People fo as they miy hot dare ut- 
ter a Word againff them. . ' 

Seventhly, Concerning what is fo confidently mentioned hy the Herm- 
huters in thoie Adts, which your moll Serene Highnefs has gracioufly com- 
.jnunicated to us, viz. that they could make appear, that we either muft 
approve their Syftem, or be giiilty of DmatUm: Item, whether the Impu- 
tations of the Adverfaries againil the Hermhut Society were not as mudi 
a Fable, as formerly Pietifin had been? Further, whether the Plan of the 
Hermhuters was not a Continuation of the Advices formerly given by Spemr 
for the Emendation of our Church ? 'tis very eafy to anfwer to thefe Points. 
Whqever in this Cafe, isfo liberal in beflowing the Name ofDonatiftsy muffc 
be ignorant what Donati/m meant formerly^ and what it is fHll now, Sofa^ 
^Pieti/m confifled formerly in mifufing the Name of Piety for propagating 
various erroneous Dodbines and Practices, it was no more a Fable, than 
is the prefent Hermhutifm^io far as it is attctided with Irregularities of the
